rant, No. 1801 State street, at midnight. 
James Kinney, a cabman, was cut in the arm 
in the same row. Fenton was taken ty the 
Mercy Hospital. 

The police had difficulty in clearing up the 
real nature of the struggle, but at 1 a. m. 
James McClair, bartender in Enright’s place, 
and Kinney Were arrested as suspects. The 
Cottage Greve avenue police handled the 
case, 

Fenton, Joseph Garrity, and James Ryan, 
with Kinney, it is said, had been drinking 
freely during the evening before they en- 
tered Enright’s place. They talked politics 
loudly while standing at the bar there. 
They were joined by a fourth man, whose 
name the police did not idarn last. night, 
and he took part in the dispute over cam- 
paign issues. 

The entire party finally went back bite 
the restaurant adjoining the saloon and 
continued the dgebate there, finally gettinz 
in a quarrel that bade fair to become a free 
fight. 

It is said Fenton tried to pull a campaign 
button from the fourth man’s coat. The 
latter threw a cup at Fenton, which missed 
him and struck Kinney on the forehead, 
cutting him slightly. 

Then some one fired a shot and Fenton fell, 
hit in the back. The fourth man ran away, 
disappearing to the west in LBighteenth 
street. The police say they are sure he fired 
the shot. 

Detective Storen was on the Alley “L” 
platform just above the saloon and heard 
the shooting. He hastened down and ar- 
rested Kinney and McClair.

Duke and Duchess of Marlborough intend 
visiting America shortly in order that the 
expected heir to a good share of the Vander- 
bilt millions may be born in the United 
States. 

The young Duchess is known to have a 
great love for the land of her birth, and it is 
her desire her children shall be born on 
American soil, 

There are otRer reasons, however; why it 
is desirable that the child should be of Amer- 
ican birth. The recent agitation in regard 
to the alien ownership of land, it is said, has 
caused the Duchess a great deal of concern. 
Much of the Vanderbilt wealth is in land in 
the Western country, where the question of 
alien ownership is paramount. To an inter- 
est in’ a great portion of these vast estates 
the child will, in time succeed. The Duchess 
feels the child by being born in America can 
hardly be called:an alien, although it be a 
member of the British peerage... 

The young Duke is said to have consented 
to the proposed trip reluctantly, as he wished

In addition, the Republican leadefs claim 
there will be a large increase in their vote 
next Tuesday as compared with that cast 
at the State election. With the gold Dem- 
ocratic vote taken away and added to the 
prospective increase in the .Republican, the 
opponents of Bryanism figure that they will 
give a good account of théetiselves even if 
they do not carry the State. While there is 
no open fusion between gold Democrats’and 
Republicans, there are indications that the 
former will vote almost solidly for the Mc- 
Kinley Electors rather than divide the 
sound money forces by supporting the Palm- 
er Electors. It is this combination which 
is causifig the Bryan managers anxiety. 
The. silver Democrats will have to depend 
on their own efforts to carry the State for 
Bryan. They will get no help from Popu- 
lists, who made overtures for fusion but 
were shubbed by the silver Popocrats. In 
consequence the Populists will vote solidly 
for Bryan and Watson Electors. The most 
encouraging feature for the opponents of 
Bryan is the fact that there has been an 
unmistakable sound money drift in Florida 
for the last ten days. The strength of the 
drift- cannot be estimated, but it undoubted- 
ly exists. In many of the larger counties 
the gold Democrats control the election ma- 
chinery, and this means much to the sound 
money cause. The men’ who control the 
Popocratic machine, while ostensibly for 
Bryan, are secretly for gold, and would 
shed few tears if McKinley should carry the 
State. They are ostensibly supporting 
Bryan to Keep their grip on the orgraniza- 
tion. Thus, while surface indications fa. >r 
Bryan, conditions are such that a differe: t 
outcome would not be surprising. lh 
First Congressional District S. M. Sp: «- 
man, a Popocrat with a gold record, but 
who now says he is for silver, will be elect- 
ed.

Cheyenne, Wyo., Oct. 29.—[Special.}—Both 
political parties in Wyoming claim the elec- 
tion of their respective Electoral tickets, but 
the Popocrats are not so confident as they 
were three weeks ago, and have greatly re- 
duced the majorities then claimed by them. 
Chairmam Warren of the Republican com- 
mittee is more hopeful than ever of success. 
He claims that the McKinley Electors will 
be chosen by a majority from 800 to 1,200. 
This may appear like a small margin, but it 
should be borne in mind that the total vote 
will not exceed 21,000. There are more san- 
guine Republicans who put the majority 
considerably higher. 

The contest for Congress between F. -W. 
Mondell, Republican, and Joha& E) Osborne, 
Democrat, is generally conceded to be de- 
cidedly in favor of Mr. Mondell, whose ma- 
jority will approximate 2,000. The business- 
men, cattle and sheep growers, and those 
engaged in irrigating enterprises are quite 
generally favorable to McKinley’s election. 
The Popocrats will receive a large percent- 
age of the Populist vote, although no fusion 
was obtained with.the Middle-of-the-Road 
Populists. The Republican party has suf- 
fered from defections to the free silver 
Bryanites, but no prominent Republicans 
have left the party, and entire harmony ex- 
ists among its leaders. 

The silver advocates of Colorado, Utah, 
and othen surrounding States are making 
some effort to keep Wyoming on their side, 
butifrom present indications they will not 
bée\successful, as the citizens are disposed to 
resent interference on the part of outsiders. 
The course of the Denver dailies has been 
especially obnoxious for the same reason. 
The State has suffered greatly from the busi- 
ness depression and the lack of confidence 
on the part of capitalists, as it lacks the 
financial means to.develop its mineral re- 
sources and reclaim arid lands. It is not 
a silver producing State, and therefore its 
interests are not in common with those of 
Colorado and Utah.

‘TRIBUTE TO THE FLAG. 


EX-PRESIDENT HARRISON TELLS 
VOTERS WHAT IT REPRESENTS.

Union of the States, He Says, Is What 
Gives Us Strength—Hot Oratorical 
Shot for Those Whe Have Again 
Raised the Question of the Powers 
of the Government, Settled by the 
People During the War of the Re-, 


bellion.

Goshen, Ind., Oct. 31.,—Gen. Harrison epent 
last night in his car at Fort Wayne, leaving 
there early this morning. The first stop was 
at Auburn. In spite of the early hour a great 
many country people had -gathered on the 
publie square to hear the ex-President. He 
said in part: : 

“My Fellow-Citizens: This is Fleg day. 
Every day ought to be flag day. I cannot 
think of anything that is more wholesome, 
anything that is more elevating than to turn 
our thought to the American flag, the Stars 
and Stripes, the banner of glory, the symbol 
of free, constitutional government, of indi- 
vidual liberty, and of public law and order. 
it symbolizes to us the union of the States, 
not a confederacy, but a Nation. A Nation 


constituted by the people of all States; as 


Nation endowed, not with all powerr, but 
endowed with specified powers and within 
the limit of those powers supreme. The 
States have reserved certain powers; those 
that relate to local goverment, your schools, 
your roads, your police, and the preserva- 
tion of these local rights is essential. 

“ But we must not forget that that which 
gives us strength and dignity, that which 
gives us honor ané standing In national coun-. 
sels, is the union of the States, and that 
though citizens of different States, we are 
citizens of the United States, and we revere 
and cherish one flag. Now it happens that 
in this campaign the question of the powers 
of the national government is again brought 
under consideration. In 1861 the Southern 
States declared that our Constitution was 
a mere compact among States; that it was 
in the power of any State to withdraw from 
the Union at its pleasure, and that the Presi- 
dent of the United States was not endowed 
with any power or any right to suppress 
an act of the people of a State to withdraw 
from the [Jnion, That heresy had an early 
origin; it had been cherished and dissemi- 
nated by Southern statesmen, largely in 
the interest of the institution of Slavery. 
It culminated in the civil war, and the people 
of the North, the loyal people of the North, 
declared that they would settle that ques- 
tion once and forever. And under this ban- 
ner the boys of Indfana and the boys of 
Maine went out to war under the call of 
Lincoln and under the leadership of Grant, 
{Applause.] : 

Deetrine Is Firmly Established. 

“'The war was protracted and bloody, but 
before it ended by surrender we had estab- 
lished the doctrine, and we will never again 
allow it to be disputed, that the laws of the 
United States, made under the Constitution, 
shall be enforced in every State and in every 
square foot of territory in every State. And 
yet, my friends, that issue has been revived 
and in the Chicago platform, interpreted by 
the event to which it refers, we have again 
the declaration that the national powers 
cannot be exercised in a State unless the 
Governor of the State consents. 

“My friends; the whole security of our 
social fabric depends upon obeyance to the 
law. You have no right to break the law, 
nor!lI. You may peacefully, by organization, 
endeavor to promote your interests, but you 
must do so upon the lines of the law.” 

At Waterloo, Kendaliville, and Ligonier 
brief stops were made. At all these places 
the people had congregated .in great num- 
bers. At Ligonier he said in part: * 

“My Friends: It is pretty near over, and 
it is all right. [Applause.] There are three 
‘States in the Hast that the Democrats have 
always fought for and most always wonina 
national campaign that are just as certain 
to go for William McKinley and Garret A. 
Hobart next Tuesday as Massachusetts is. 
[Applause.] The Democrats have practical- 
ly abandoned the campaign there. They 
seem to think that the Yankees are too 
smart to be fooled by their cheap money 
tricks, and so they have withdrawn their 
agents and are centering their ‘efforts on 
the West, where they think we are not quite 
so smart. But they will know us better 
after next Tuesday. They are making the 
campaign upon the proposition that the 
farmers of,this.country are a class that can 
be fooled; that they are a class of men who 
are somewhat in debt; and that they want to 
pay their debts in cheap dollars.

Farmers Are No Fools. 
“These are the two stones on which

He wants to pay His 
debts in full; he wants to be known as an 
honest man and not asa cheat. The work- 
ingman is a man, and nobody can puta false 
button on his breast. [Applause.] The truth 
is they are using this talk of coercion much 
as the bad boy on the playground sometimes 
plays upon the conscience of his Httle play- 
fellow. He. wants him to do something 
wrong and the little tellow says ‘ No.’ and 
the smart bad boy says ‘ You don’t dare to; 
you are afraid of your mother.’ 
the honest little boy that has the fear and 
honor of his mother in his heart is betrayed 
from the right by this sort of coercion, That 
is the kind of coercion Mr. Bryan is using 
with the workingman. He is telling him, 
‘You have to vote that way; you are co- 
erced.’ And he gives him strange advice to 
come from a man who wants to succeed the 
hero of the little hatchet and the cherry 
tree—tc wear a lie and walk a lie through the 
campaign and then vote for Bryan. - No, my 
friends, I do not want to speak with disre- 
spect cf any man that any party names for 
the Presidency, but I cannot refrain from 
saying that such advice is dishonoring: to 
the men to whom it is given and is not cal- 
culated to reflect honor on or increase our 
confidence in the man who givesit.

DES MOINES HAS A GREAT PARADE. 


Generali Enthusiasm and a Lavish Dis- 
play of the National Colors. 

Des Moines, Ia.; Oct. 31.—[Special.]—Flag 
day was suitably observed today, arid to- 
night about every business house in Des 
Moines is a mass of flags and bunting. The 
sound money parade this evening was the 
largest demonstration of the sort ever seen 
in Iowa. The column occupied about all the 
available business streets in marching and 
was witnessed by 30,000 to 40,000 people on 
the sidewalks and housetops. Fireworks lit 
up the city and the steam whistles of every 
factory in Des Moines helped out the din, 
which amounted to a roar the whole length 
ofthe line. By actual count there were the 
following marchers in line: Platoon of po- 
lice, 12; Des Moines Bicycle Corps, 341; vet- 
eran soldiers, 470; Traveling Men’s McKinley 
club, 567; Marshal and aids, 27: street rail- 
way employés, 62; railway section men, 112;

Darkness Falls Before the Procession 
Ends—Takes Seven Hours and Thir- 


Point—Reviewed by Garret A. Ho- 
bart, Gov, Morton, and Other Dis-— 
tinguished Persons — Flag Day as 
Observed Elsewhere. 


New York, Oct. gi.—[Special.J—The tramp 
of the tens of thousands of feet which 
marched through New York will echo 
through history. ‘ 

It was the march of an army of principle. 
Seldom since the world began has such @ . 
spectacle been seen, 

There was no glitter of burnished helmets, 
‘no flashing of bayonets, no clank of swords, 
Its only arms were a hundred thousand 
flags—a hundred thousand little flags of red, 
white, and blue—its only insignia a hundred 
thousand pictures on their breasts, pictures 
of McKinley, the chief standard-bearer of 
the great sound money army of the country. 

Those who made up this army were not 
carried away by devotion to another human 
being who rules by divine right. - They were 
not a military force, drafted into service, 
obeying the orders of those who rule them. 

_ This‘army was made up of men who work. 
from the highest to the lowest—the men who 
make sthis city great. 

It was an army of men-—of 103,000 men— 
who felt their belief in the principle which 
brought them forth was born of truth and 
nourished by reason. They were not Demo- 
crats and Republicans today; they were 
sound money men. They felt no Nation could 
} be honest whose finance is dishonest; that 
an attack upon the probity of the govern- 
ment Was an attack upon themselves. Con- 
ceived asa political demonstration it passed 
beyond the politicians. It ceased to be par- 
tisanship. It became patriotism. 


Recalls Another Parade. 

Once before in the history of the United 
States did so many men march in a body. 
That was when the Federal troops were 
reviewed in Washington at the close of the 
civil war’: Thousands of men who marched 
real Washington in 1865 were in the parade of 

ay. 

The sound money army was made up of 

men who are known from one end of the 
country to the other. Lawyers who are the 
leaders in their profession marched with the 
porters in the buildings where, their offices 
are. The merchant prince tramped with his 
truckman. The great bankers and their 
messengers Were in the same ranks. Every 
industry in the city was represented in this 
army of principle. And all were on the same 
plane. ; 
* These 108,000 men marched through streets 
whose sides were all fags and bunting. No 
human being ever saw such wealth of flags. 
They fluttered from windows, they were 
draped from doorways, suspended over the 
streets. ye 

These 103,000 men marched between 1,100,- 
000 people, who gathered on the sidewalks, 
stairways, at windows, on stands—every- 
where they could get a place which com- 
manded a view. The paraders. were filled 
with earnest enthusiasm. Their cries were 
ever for sound money. Tens of thousands of 
them have been Democrats through all their 
manhood. They met Republicans on the 
common ground of sound money. 

And the spectators cheered back with tre- 
mendous enthusiasm. 

It was truly a business-man’s parade, It 
moved with that precision which is the 
great law of business. It was formed with- 
out confusion. It moved nearly on time and 
without Interruption. It disbanded without 
disorder. It was free from grotesque dis- 
play, as befitted an army of principle. The 
steady, solid line ‘that filled the street from 
one’'side to the other did not tire the thou- 
sands who looked upon it. The enthusiasm 
grew as the hours wore on. 


It Moves, Swiftly. 


The parade moved with marvelous swift- 

ness, at times at the rate of 20,000 men in an 
hdéur. It was ten minutes late in starting. 
This was more than madeup. It was exact- 
ly seven hours and thirty minutes in passing 
the reviewing stand in Madison Square. 
’ ‘The most remarkable thing about the 
parade was its perfect order. Soldiers of 
the regular army could not have assembled 
more promptly or taken their places in the 
line of march in better time. The organiza- 
tion of the mammoth pageant showed what 
a general Horace Porter is. The various 
divisions joined each other without friction 
and without delay, working together as 
harmoniously as the parts of some gigantic 
machine. 

As early as 9 a. m. men began marching 
down Broadway to the places of rendezvous.

There were no strictly partisan emblems in 
all this division, but every man carried 4 
small American flag and wore a, McKinley 
and Hobart button. Every man in all the 
parade wore a yellow chrysanthemum, and 

arried the national colors on a staff, asa 
Weidier carries his rifle, over the shoulder, 
“ America” Sung. 

The effect when the army was in motion 
was as if Broadway were a canyon flooded 
with a rushing, dancing river of red, white, 
and biue. ~ ' 

While awaiting orders to march a band 
played “ America.”” Within ten minutes 
2,000 voices joined in the chorus of the grand

How 
all these bodies of men were started prompt- 
ly is one of the mysteries of military or- 
ganization.

Already the guests of honor had taken their 
places, and with them were Secretary Os- 
borne, J. H. Manley, Col. H. L. Swords, 
and N. B. Scott of the Republican National 
committee. 

The buildings around the square were gay 
with flags and decorations. Both up and 
down Broadway great flags hanging across 
the street cut off the vision, but Fifth avenue 
looked clear for the march of the great. 
army. It was a narrow lane. between 
hedges of bunting which covered the walls 
of buildings and a forest of fluttering flags 
from every window. From each tall tower 
and lofty cornice rose a staff bearing a great 
flag, which stood quivering in the brisk 
breeze.

silver dollar as good as a gold dollar, whether 
melted or coined, here or anywhere else in 
the world. Therefore, we cannot admit the 
position assumed by the question. 
Payments in Either Coin. 

“ The question makes another assumption, 
and that is, the administration having sur- 
rendered to the holder of the obligation the 
option to demand his kind of ‘coin we shall 
not assume the right which the law gives to 
pay in either kind of coin. It goes upon the 
theory that because you have given @ man an 
unfair advantage for a long time, you must 
continue to give him that advantage and 
not resume the right to pay in either kind of 
coin. When you maintain the parity be- 
tween gold and silver, it matters not to the 
holder of the obligation whether you pay in 
gold or silver, but the very fact that the 
debtor exercises the right to pay in either 
kind of coin serves to keep the two metals 
together. Bimetallism implies that the 
debtor shall choose the coin of payment. 
The bonds issued by the United States call 
for coin, and the Matthews resolution in 1873 
declared that this Nation had the right to 
pay its coin obligations.in either gold or 
silver, and that resolution has never been 
rescinded. The President of the United 
States has no right to change the law of the 
land, and when he tries to do it the people 
have a right to stand by the law, instead of 
the administration’s policy. You will find 
that Mr. Carlisle, in discussing this subject 
before the Committee on Appropriations on 
“Jun. 21, 1896, said that if the Executive offi- 

ers had in the beginning exercised the right 
7 y in either coin it would have done no 
harm, but would have worked well, but his 
contention was that, having established a 
precedent, it would be necessary to follow 
that precedent insteaa of exercising the right: 
to pay in either gold or silver. We say that 
if the administration has surrendered the 
rights that the people have, the sooner an- 
ether administration assumes those rights 
the better for the people who have been in- 
jured by the surrender of the rights. Again, 
let me say that we have sold bonds payable 
in coin and the purchasers of the bonds have 
made a difference in the price they paid, in 
some instances, because of our right to pay 
in. silver: and I be! »ve that when the men 
who boughi the b nds made a difference 
between coin bonds and gold bonds and 
charged us for the risk that they took they 
cannot complain if we exercise the right to 
pay in either coin. And then here is another 
question: 

* Granting that silver and gold may reach 
a par, what reason is there for believing 
that the wages of workingmen will double 
as quickly? Have they ever done so under 
similar circumstances? 

Advocates Bimetallism. 


““ My friends, the trouble is that under the 
gold standard many workingmen do not have 
the opportunity to earn any kind of dollars. 
Bimetallism restores prosperity and gives 
workingmen a chance to work the whole 
week instead of half the week, and then 
the demand for work raises the wages. When 
two jobs of work are looking for one man 
the workingman is more prosperous than he 
is Under’ a system which compels two work- 
ingmen to look for the same job. In all 
times past the laboringmen have been more 
prosperous under a system where prices were 
not falling than under a system where prices 
were -falling, and ff you have any doubt 
about it go back to the times when we had

“There can be no question that a great 
majority of the voters favor its adoption, if, 
ae ft have said, they can only be induced to 
look into it and act at the right time and 
in the only effective way on election day. 

“ Although we are now at the eve of elec- 
tion, it was a wise thought which prompted 
you in setting apart this evening to con- 
sider this very important matter. Your 
members are infiuential and have a large 
interest in the reforms which are tery. to 
be inaugurated by this initial but necessary 
move, if the abolition of the useless and ex- 

sive township organizations within the 
imits of this city is to be accomplished in 

a Jegal and constitutional manner, and I 
do not apprehend that there is any opposi- 
tion to this. except, perhaps, among those 
who either hold office or hope to dérive 
some benefits under the present law, which 
permits the duplication of officehulders and 
the maintenance of a horde of place-hunters 
and tax-eaters. You do not need to be re 
minded of the evils of the present system— 
any one who has resided in this city for 
any length of time knows how onerous are 
the burdens of our duplicate and triplicate 
governments, and how unsuccessful they 
are in everything except the increasing of 
taxation.” 

I. K. Boyesen’s Speech. 


I. K. Boygson followed Mr. Smith, saying: 

“The principal objections urged against 
the adoption of the amendment to the Con- 
stitution authorizing special legisiation for 
Cook County are: 

“That it would practically empower the 
Representatives of Cook County in the Leg- 
islature to pass all legislation pertaining to 
this county, as the other representatives 
would not take any interest in such legisla- 
tion and would be apt to consider such sub- 
ject as pertaining particularly to the Cook 
County representatives, and it is urged that 
these representatives are frequently not 
such as to be intrusted with such vast re- 
sponsibility. 

* Another objection is that the engrafting 
of a large number of amendments upon the 
Constitution would result in creating incon- 
gruity. Such amendments are liable to be 
submitted by the Legislature and adopted 
by the people without considering the Cen- 
stitution Jn its entirety and the consistency 


,and symmetry of the whole, and will there- 


fore lead to confusion and conflict in its va- 


_rlous provisions. 


Auswers to Objections. 


“To the first objection I would say that 
the members from Cook County would have 
no greater power in the passage of legisla- 
tion pertaining to Cook County than they 
now have, because the law contemplates that 
the entire body of the Legislature shall par- 
ticipate in all legislation; that practically 
such members would have greater influence 
in the passage of such legislation than they 
would have in any legislation pertaining to 
the State as a whole I think would have to 
be admitted. 


“The first and most effective remedy 


against the latter condition of affairs would 


be to impress the people of Cook County 
with the responsibility conferred upon their 
legislators, and, therefore, choose a higher 
class of Representatives and see to it that 
mere party name should not be an adequate 
reason for voting for a person unfit to dis- 
charge the duties and trusts involved upon 
him. But, even though it be considered that 
the hope that such a result would be brought 
about is too Utopian, we cannot suspend all 
legislation necessary to carry on the govern- 
ment of a community like Cook County be- 
cause we may lack faith in the wisdom of 
those who are to represent the community 
im the Legislature. 


Necessity for Amendment. 


“The other speakers have pointed out the 
numerous evils and incongruities in our 
municipal government, which can be rem- 
edied by legislation, provided the Constitu- 
tion authorized the Legislature to pass such 
laws applicable to Cook County alone. We 
cannot expect that institutions and legisia- 
tion entirely adapted to and suitable for wit ‘ 
other communities in the State shall] 
changed and abolished in order. tac Mhaoe 
County may have municipal government 
and institutions suitable to it. 

‘‘We have, therefore.’ the choice of either 
amending the Cotistitution so as to permit 
special legislation for Cook County, and tak- 


amendment to the Constitution, or else re- 
maining in a condition whére taxation & 
nenetiansty doubled by the numerous munic- 
pal bodies existing within what might and 
ought to be one complete municipal govern- 
ment, and retaining many useless and cum- 
bersome institutions, well adapted to rural 
communities, and uttery incongruous in a 
+ aati of nearly two million inhabit- 
ant 

ee Shetiss shops, dual school boards, a 
County Board, and a Common Council; in- 
numerable towns and innumerable town 
boards are with us to stay until the whole 
-gystem of municipal government in Cook 
County can be revised under such legislat- 
ive liberation as an amendment authorizing 
the Legislature to treat Cook County as 
special community alone would authonze.”’ 


Julius. Stern on the Law. 


Julius Stern reviewed the history of con- 
stitution-making in Illinois and concluded 
as follews: 

‘*Our separate city and county govern- 
ments exercising sway over the same terri- 
tory are a survival of the unfit, and should be 
merged into one. 

‘If it be conceded that reforms are needed 
in the method of assessing and collecting 
taxes in Chicago, and in its courts inferior 
to courts of record; and that such reforms 
can be accomplished most effectively by an 
abolition of our hydra-headed system of ad- 
ministration, and the creation of a united 
metropolitan system of administration, 
merging into one the town, city, and 
county,, abolishing the antiquated and 
outgrown Justice of the Peace system,’ 
and substituting therefor a class of courts 
better atiapted to our wants,-and free from 
the temptation of the former; then as the 
legislation necessary for these changes must 
run counter to various provisions of our 
State Constitution, scattered through ri- 
ous articles (Art. X, Art. VI, «wnd_possibly 
Art. IL), it would become necessary to 
amend all of them before the reforms could 
be inaugurated. 

** Now, as only one article can be amended 
at one time, as the article upon amendments 
now reads, it becomes necessary to amend 
that article first in order that greater lati- 
tude may be obtained hereafter, and the 
simultaneous amendment of the other 
articles be made possible. 


Reviews Proposed Amendment. 


*“ The dmendment proposed by Representa- 
tive Schwab of this city at the fast session of 
the General Assembly and to be submitted 
to popular vote next week is to the effect 
that amendments may be proposed to three 
articles of the Constitution at one time, and 
amendments to the same article not oftener 
than once in two years. 

“As no amendment can at.any time be- 
come a part of the organic law, without 
the severe s tiny of: both Houses of thé 
General AssefMbly, and its subsequent adop- 
tion by the people, there can be no danger 
to the State from the adoption of the amend- 
ment proposed at this time, whether other 
sections of the State regard it as necessary 
for their welfare or not; but to Chicago, its 
adoption is a necessity, because -without 
simultaneous amendment of a number of 
articles of the present Constitution, it can- 
not hope to obtain a modern adequate sys- 
tem of metropolitan gov@rnment. 

“Given the opportuni of introducing 
them successfully, and the best energies of 
the city may be bent hopefully upon devising 
such amendments to the Constitution as may 
meet with the approval of the entire State, 
and enable its chief city to devise and adopt 
a form of government that sh 
mensurate with its present requirements 
and its promise of future growth.”’

YIELDS TO PLEAS OF HIS TRAINER 
AND ENTERS THE GAME. 


Chicago University Shuts Out the Team 
from the University of Illinois—De- 
feat of the Champaign Men Unex- 
pected—Gains Made at All Points by 
the Rejuvenated Maroons — Illini 
Seem to Be in Poor Physical Condi- 
tion—Fear Northwestern Game. 


There are many repentant men at the 
University of Chicago today—repentant for 
the unkind things which were said of Half 
Back Nichols after the game with North- 
western a week ago. If Nichols lost the 
game for Chicago on that occasion he as 
certainly won the one from the University 
of Illinois yesterday. 

And, in connection with his unexpected ap- 
pearance in the contest on Marshall Field 
yesterday afternoon, isa little incident 
which shows the magnanimous spirit of the 
player who was so severely criticised last 
week. . 

It is not questioned that the Chicago team 
was weakened by his absence and it is not 
‘to be wondered that he left the game, but 
there was one Man in the maroon camp 
who was an ardent admirer of Nichols and 
to whom the retirement of the hero of 80 
many athletic battles brought a great sense 


of disappointment. This was Max Buetner, 


the veteran trainer of the team. He went 
to Nichols early yesterday forenoon and 
begged him in a trembling voice to play, and 
even if he would not consent to go out on the 
field with the men at least to come to the 
game in his football suit and sit in the grand 
stand, so if his team should by any accident 
be in sore need of another back he could go 
into the game. 

.This Mr. Nichols did, During the first half 
he sat in the grand stand, muffied up in a 
héavy overcoat, simply to please the faithful 
trainer. But just at the beginning of the 
second half a circumstance of the game put 
the maroons in a critical position. Half 
Back McCoy was thrown heavily, and the 
violence of his fall dislocated his shoulder. 
No man was there who could fill the posi- 
tion, and at this jucture the pleading of 
the trainer triumphed, and Nichols hastily 


made his way from the grand stand, ran on 


the fleld, and took his old place behind the 
line Then began the story of Chicago's un- 
expected victory. 

With the appearance of Nichols began the 
shouts of Chicago and the waving of maroon 
banners and pennants, which continued 
without interruption until the close of the 
game. ° 

Around first one end and then another went 
the man who was to save his team from’ pos- 
sible defeat, and as gain after gain resulted 
a corresponding confidence appeared in the 
players of the eleven, His good work west 
on without cessation and finally be broke 
away jrom the_Illinois players,rin down the 
field fifty yards for the secend touchdown of 
the game, and the hope of the orange and 
blue for victory was gone. 

Nichols went.thruugh the line; he went 
around the er.ds: he interfered in a remark- 
— manner, and he tackled gure and clean- 

It. Was & great surprise and disappoint- 

ment to the 600 Illini who had come up from 
Champaign to see what was considered a 
certain victory. The weak line of Chicago 
was a deception little understood by the 
orange and blue, and slowly and surely it 
dawned on the team that its hopes of win- 
ning the first game with the ’varsity in three 
years were: vain. 
, However, the University of. Illinois stu- 
Mients are cheerful even in the face of defeat, 
‘and the yells for the team continued 
throughout the contest. A larger repre- 
sentation from another institution has never 
been seen on Marshall Field since the first 
game was played there, and an example of 
college spirit was shown which is unknown 
at the Midway university. Orange and blue 
was the prevailing color and it waved vroud- 
ly until the close of the game, when the last 
man went out of the gate trying to realize 
that the best laid plans ofthe State Uni- 
versity had come to naught and the team 
was not only beaten but shut out. 

‘One of the unpleasant features of the game 
was the frequency with which the men were 
injured. After nearly every scrimmage two 
or three men, generally of the visiting team, 
were stretched on the fleld and the attend- 
ance of the meni with the little black sachels 
called fer. ; 

The victory was finally gained after a 
stubborn struggle. Every inch was yielded 
only after a bitter contest, and it becaine 
so close that strategy became the ruling 
tactics of the maroons  Criss-crosses, care- 
fully covered, were used effectively, and 
netted much ground for the victors and fur- 
nished a pleasing spectacular feature. 

It was:a sober-looking crowd which filed 
out of the gate after the game. The colors 
of Illinois still shone bright upon the coat of 
each Champaign man, but as they spoke in 
low tones of the defeat so unexpected sig- 
nificant looks would be exchanged and the 
question would be whispered lower still: 
‘“ What will Northwestern do to us next Sat- 
urday ?’’

Surprising Improvement Shown in the 
Werk of the Team. 

No such improvement could have been im- 
agined in one short week as was shown in 
the work of Chicago’s line yesterday. To be 
sure, there were no Potters or Van Doozers 
battering array at the line of defense, hut 
Branch, Schacht, Sconce,-and Coffeen are 
no novices at the art of “‘ bucking’. and 
their terrific rushes might well have snat- 
tered a stronger line than the Maroons were 
supposed to have had. 

To Assistant Coach Allen belongs most of 
the credit for the new strength displayed by 
the line men.

Changes Are Advantageous. 


- Tooker was tried in Burchard’s place at 
right guard, and considering his lack of 
training played a remarkable game. Webb 
and Mortimer both showed wonderful im- 
provement --over their previous form and 
did great work in rolling back Champaign’s 
mass plays. For the first time this sea- 
son Capt. Roby played in the form of which 
he is capable. His was the spirit of the 
whole team. Smarting under the stigma 
cast upon the team by the disgraceful de- 
feat of the week before, the Captain went 
in to do or die, and ended by doing and liv- 
ing to’ be carried off the field with Nichols.

As a whole Chicago’s work, though brill- 
lant at most times, was distinguished chiefly 
by the ferociousness of the play.

Chicago May Count in the Ranke of 
Its “Advanced” Women a Few 
Whe Are Undértakers.

The’ work of an undertaker has always 
been supposed to bé unpleasant in its char- 
acter, to say the least, and the reason why 
a man should choose stich a calling as a life 
work has always been something of a puz- 
gle to the ordinary mind. When it is known 
that a wotman has taken up the care of the 
dead as a profession this wonder jis intensi- 
fied. It would seem to the casual observer 
as if every feminine instinct would révoit 
against such an unpleasant kind of work. 
But the new woman does everything which 
her brother or husband does nowadays, and’ 
not’contént with this she has undertaken 
to care for this brother or husband dead 
as well as living. Having proved to her 
own satisfaction that she can care for a 
living: body, in her capacity of nurse or 
doctor, quite as well as he can, she has 
row undertaken to show that she can care 
for a dead one. 

' Bvery side of the city is represented by 
these decidedly new women; indeed, the 
South Bide has three woman undertakers, 


One of them looks after the Englewood | 


dead, a second holds herself in readiness to 
see that Hyde Park funerals are conducted 
properly, and a third occupies a business 
location about half way between the city 
and the two women already mentioned: 

The North Side is represented by one 
woman undertaker and the West Side comes 
to the front with one also. It is said there 
are several other women engaged in the 
undertaking business in Chicago, but the 
directory gives only the five. already re- 
ferred to. Four of these women are practi- 
cal.-embalmers and one of them, at least, 
has actually carried out her knowledge in 
this direction.. Mrs. Luella P. Rumney, now 
carimg for the dead in Maine, but who 
learned her profession in Chicago, says 
that'she likes the business. It has its dis- 
agreeable sides, she avers, but they are 
neither worse nor more humerous than the 
‘ynpleasant features to be found in any 
‘branch of business life, and the work, to 
her, seems suited to a woman. Considering 
how short a time it has been since women 
and children were always prepared for the 
grave by feminine hands, there is a reason- 
able side to her story, and there is some 
truth, too, in the statement that women are 
more welcome than men in times of troublp. 
Whether a woman can or will twist her fafe 
into the stereotyped expression of ef 
affected by the ordinary masculine under- 
taker is a question that still awaits an 
answer: hone of the women undertakers 
in Chicago have as yet cultivated the habit 
of looking mournful. 

Woman undertakers are by no means 
favorably regarded by their brothers in the 
business. The women do not really do the 


* work at all, the men claim, but hire men to 


do it, and they also declare that-much of the 
work cannot be done by a woman. The 
manager of one of the city’s'most prominent 4 
undertaking establishments- iaughed sar- 
donically when asked to give his opinion of 
women as undertakers. . 

“Why, they’re not really in the business 

at all,’””’ he said contemptuously. ‘* They 
have their husbands do the real work, or 
they hire it done. About the only thing 
women can do properly is to embalm and 
that any school boy could do.” 
. Still, for all this, and despite the fact 
that the general public doesn’t seem to be 
hankering after woman undertakers they 
are on the increase and they all do a good, 
business. 


HUMAN BODY USED rr A TELEPHONE. 


Two Linemen in Minnesota Try a Novel 
Experiment with a Hitherto Un- 
tried Tratismitter. 


A human telephone line is the- most up-to- 
date manner in which electricity and the 
human frame have been made to work in 
conjunction. Although many marvelous ex- 
periments have been made with the elec- 
tric current lately, that of talking directly 
through a human being has never until now 
been fhought possible. Now that it has been 
accomplished it opens a wide field for ex- 
perimental work, 

One of the telephone lines running into 
Minneapolis from the southern part of Min- 
nesota had a breakdown between the towns 
of Rochester and Rockwell the other.day, 
says the New York Journal. As the line- 
men were slow in arriving two young men, 
Anderson and Lindale by name, thought they 
would see if one of them could not be talked 
through by the other. Lindale took the 
ends of the wire in each hand, while Ander- 
son, having compared watches with his 
companion, went to the nearest station, 
which was four miles away. 

Taking down the receiver he rang up the 
town where Lindale was stationed. The lal- 
ter réceived a numbeér of severe shocks, but 
pluckily held on to the wires, and the mes- 
sage was clearly transmitted through his 
body 

Several other attempts were made, and then 
messages were sent over the long-distance 
line, and in each case the words were clear- 
ly conveyed. Lindale gives a graphic de- 
scription of his sensations while acting as 

an impromptu transmitter: 

‘‘T know more about electricity now than 
I .ever thought I would,” said he, “ but it js 
worth the pain I felt to be able to say that I 
have had an experience such as no other 
man ever had before. While Anderson was 
on his way to the station I was tempted 
& hundred times to drop the wires and give 
wp, for I had no idea’ how hard the current 
was going to hit me when it came. I 
thought, too; that with the first shock I 
might not be able to let go if I wanted to, 
but I set my teeth and held.on rather than 
spotl the experiment. 

“TT was first thinking about how a Iine- 
man tooked who had been killed through 
being careless in handling a telegraph wire 
when I felt-a sharp sf sation,that ran up my 
arms and down my spine clear to the tips of 
my. toes. I next experienced a. buzzing 
sound in my ears, as though a million bees 
had started up fm business in my Head. 
Sparks seemed to be shooting out of my 
eyes, and I could feel my ‘hair rising and 
falling under my hat as the current of elerc- 
tricity varied in intensity. The tips of my 
fingers seemed to be on fire, and I was sure 
they emitted a blue flame, which spread out 
in different diréctions., 

“Strangely enough, when T began to get 


4 little used to the sensation I found myself [ 


listening for Anderson's voice, for I knew 
from the way the electric fluid was being 
pymped through me that the experiment 
Was a success.” 

Anderson’s report of the sensation he felt 
in talking through his friend is also intér- 
esting. “ To be frank,” savs he. “I had no 
idea that the seheme would work. When I 
first began to talk I pictured Lindale down 
the line holding fast to those two wires 
and rrobably jumping up and down like a: 
monkey on a stick. Of course he would let 
zo at the first shock, I thought. But no, 
here came the answering volce from the 
other station. My live transmitter was 
working splendidly.” 3

Egyptian Affairs. 

A rumor has been persistently current that 
England has pacified French susceptibilities 
in regard to Egypt by promising to convene 
a European conference to discuss the posi- 
tion in that country after setting the Turk- 
ish house in order, but so far as can be as-. 
certained there is no substantial foundation 
of the report. There has been a notable 
stiffening in the British back in connection 
with this matter, and if any action be taken 
by England it will probably be in the very 
opposite direction to that mentioned by 
rumor. — : 

Lord Charles Beresford made a notable 
speech on Wednesday, in which he urged 
that the time has come for England to tell 
the European powers frankly that in prom- 
ising to retire from Egypt within a certain 
period, or in certain specified circumstances, 
she made a mistake, and that events compel 
her to declare it impossible to do anything 
but sit tight on the banks of the Nile. The 
Speech and the policy thus enunciated at- 
tracted widespread interest, and the cir- 
cumstances under which Lord Beresford 
spoke add importance to the matter. 

As cabled a week ago, Lord Beresford sud- 
denly, abandoned his intention to expose the 
navy’s weaknegs in his speech at Birming- 
ham last week, and thereis now no doubt that 
he did so at the request of the government. 
The following day Mr. Goschen, Minister for 
the Navy, met Beresford and both had a long 
talk with Joseph Chamberlain, at the lat- 
ter’s house near Birmingham. Up till that 
moment Lord Beresford had no intention of 
making a public speech in London this week, 
but immediately after the interview his pri- 
vate secretary made arrangements to have a 
speech delivered at the Constitutional club. 
This club is virtually the headquarters of 
Toryism in London, and the selection of such 
a place by a man of Lord Charles Beresford's 
position to make an important political pro- 
nouncement is, to say the least, somewhat 
significant. Atany rate, it fully justified the 
suspicion that Beresford was selected by the 
government to fly this particular kite with 
a view to ascertain how the people in En- 
gland would take the course suggested by 
their popular sailor politician. 

There can be no doubt that Lord Salisbury 
would receive strong popular.approval if he 
should resolve on the bold course of repudi- 
ating all the numerous pledges as to the 
evacuation of Egypt: How the other pow- 
ers would take such an announcement re- 
mains to be seen. Virtually it depends upon 
the attitude assumed by France; and that 
again depends upon the extent and value of 
compensation England is prepared to pay 
for French complaisance. If this new pol- 
icy has been decided upon Lord .Salisbury 
is almost certain to refer to it on Nov. 9, 
and this, coupled with the expected -an- 
nouncements On the same.occasion as to the 
general European situation and the state of 
the Venezuelan frontier negotiations, serve 
to. deepen the curiosity and anxiety respect- 
ing the Premier’s forthcoming speech, for it 
may be an epoch-making oration. 


Strengthening the Navy. 

It is now certain that the Admiralty has 
completed plans for fully thanning the navy 
and strengthening the naval reserve and 
that the Minister of the Navy intends to 
compel the Treasury to sanction the neces- 
fary expenditure. There is also reason to‘ 
believe that the Minister of War is engaged 
upon some scheme designed to increase 
the strength and efficiency of the British 
army, which, beyond doubt, badly wants 
the attention of’ capable reformers. In this 
connection rumors are current attributing 
to the government the intention to propose 
to make compulsory service in the militia. 

Most Englishmen get into a-cold sweat at 
such an idea and denounce it as un-English 
and impossible, but it is little more than 
twenty years ago that a government con- 
scription bill was actually drafted/ and 
though it was abandoned there is aptnios 
inherently impossible in its'revival. If such 
an obligation existed there would probably 
be a good deal less warlike talk by fire- 
eating jingoes, a class who less than a year 
ago were urging the government to go to 
war with the United States rafher than 
recognize the existence of the Washington- 
Venezuela Commission even unofficially. 


Royal Academy Election. 

The Royal Academy meets next Wednes- 
day to elect a President in succession to the 
late Sir John Millais, and nobody seems to 
have a very clear idea who will be elected. 
Any amount of canvassing and intrigues are 
going on, but up to the present not one candi- 
date commands a majority. If the dignified 
academicians could be guilty of the sinful 
practice of betting the odds would probably 
be found in favor of Val Prinsep. In addi- 
tion to his undoubted artistic merits he isa 
man commanding personal gifts which are 
not am inconsiderable advantage in the pos- 
sessor of an office which entails a good deal 
of ceremonial splendor, and he is wealthy 
into the bargain. Prinsep’s most formidable 
competitors are Poynter Richmond and « 
Alma Tadema. 

Sir John Millais, the value of whose per- 
sonality has just been declared to be nearly 
half a millfon dollars, died a richer man by 
far than any of his predecessors in the Pres- 
jdential chair of the Royal Academy. Lord 
Leighton, who died worth about a quarter 
of a million, was probably the next, while 
the poorest was Sir Thomas Lawrence, for 
although his. pictures and other property [ 
realized $80,000, the whole sum was required 
to meet denfi nds upon his estate. 

Pat English painters have left far great- 
er fortunes, notably Turner and Landseer. 
The famous landscape painter deft $700,000, 
and Landseer $800,000. Edward Armitage, 
who died a few months ago, was still wealth- 
ier, but his fortune of a milion and a half 
was not derived from the sale of his picturés. 
A rich sculptor was Sir Francis Chantrey, 
who bequeathed £100,000 to the Royal Acad- 
emy. , .

At the present 
time, when $1 represents 100 cents in its pur- 
chasing power, the public school teachers, 
as a body, earn the comfortable annual in- 
come of $38,843,504. With Bryan ih power

Kixperts Talk of Wheat Prices. 

“IT am conVinced that wheat will rule at 
35 shillings a quarter during the best part of 
the‘ season, and if the Argentine crop is 
nipped it will go still higher,” said Mr. 
Rush, the editor of Beerbohm’'s Corn Cir- 
cular, to your correspondent today. 

Mr. Rush i8 thoroughly in touch with all 
the leading operators and is an expert judge 
of admitted authority. ‘ I consider thai the 
position has become stronger,” he went 
on, “‘and that the present fluctuations are 
merely momentary. In the last few days, 
in facts the probability of a severe famine 
in India has increased, and our cables today 
serve to accentuate that expectation. 

“The market at present is getting rid of 
the weak speculating element which rushed 
in last week. When that is done business 
will begin on a sound basis with a progres- 
sive rise in prices."’ 

Little business was done on the London 
corn market today. Prices were quoted a 
cent up from New York, but there were no 
offers. 

Frank Wilson, the head of the firm of 
Mongredien, Milerby & Co., known not only 
as a dealer in grain in a large way, but as 
one of the ablest defenders of Engiland’s 
free trade policy and as a high economic 
authority, speaking the views of the firm, 
said today: ‘‘ Although I believe the wheat 
market will be active for the coming winter 
and spring seasons, still I doubt if prices 
will reach the average high level generally 
Imagined. I anticipate that 30 shillings a 
quarter will be the ruling price, although 
I know a good many authorities in the trade 
anticipate that the ruling price wili be nearer 
85 shillings. 

‘* As to the Russian situation, I understand 
that there’ are large reserve stocks which 
holders have kept off the market hitherto, 
hoping for better prices. I do not think 
India wil] be an importer to any appreciable 
extent, and, barring acidents, we should get 
a large export from Argentine. 


Small Probability of Lower Prices, 

‘But, though in my opinion the outlook 
has been painted in overrosy colors, still 
there is no possibility of wheat soon relaps- 
ing to the prices to which it recently fell. 
It is realized that it cannot be workéd at 
such prices, and on that account, though 
there may be violent upward fluctuations, 
I do not think the average figure will be 
below thirty.’”’ 

Mr. Woods, the editor of Dornbuch’s cir- 
cular, said: “ Stocks are below what they 
ought to be, and what they have been for 
many seasons, and the large supplies now 
on the way to Europe will disappear almost 
as soon as they arrives, because of the re- 
duced stocks in the hands of millers and re- 
tailers. 

‘* The failure of the Australian crop is now 
certain, and the Indian famine,may exercise 
a great influence on the market if the present 
gloomy auticipations are realized. , 

“The normal requirements. ef India are 


27,000,000 quarters. The crop harvested last. 
So there / 


March was only 22,500,000 quarters. 
is a present scarcity as well as a prospective 
famine. If the next crop falls, as predicted, 
or even reaches 15,000,000 quarters, then 
India must become quite a large importer 
of foreign wheat. 

“This possible Indian famine, in fact, is 
fraught with possibilities for the wheat mar- 
ket which may astonish everybody engaged 
therein.”’

English farniers are profiting heavily by the 
advance, since the decline in wheat acreage 
fronr last year was slight, and a good crop 
was harvested before the rains setin. They 
are contented and happy, with a clear appre- 
ciation of the fact that the price of this 
great staple depends upon the universal law 
if supply and demand, and with minds un- 
clouded and undisturbed by silver polemics. 
Freight rates have risen with the price of 
wheat, and ship-owners are finding the sup- 
ply of tonnage inadequate for meeting the 
greatest demand for moving crops known 
since 1888. Many old hulks which had pre- 
sumably made their last voyage have been 
pressed into service, and the ship-yards are 
receiving orders for new vessels on 
strength of the present abnormal activity 
in shipping interests. Theré are rumors 
that the present boom in freights has been 
brought about by a timely combination of 
ship-owners, but such matters receive less 
attention in England than in America. 


Coal Cerperations Form a Trast. 

Nine of the principal coal corporations in 
the United Kingdom formed a trust a few 
days ago for controlling the production and 
price of ,coal, but there are no public out- 


that are in the habit of describing the evils 
ef trusts and monopolistic combinations in 
America, a8 a logical consequence of the 
protective tariff, choose to ignore the ob- 
vious and notorious fact that the United 
Kingdom, under free trade, as Mr. Blaine

Sugar Producers Organising. 

While England and the United States are 
slowly and laboriously reaching an agree- 
ment on the Venesuela dispute, involving 
the question to title of tropical forests and 
swamps,’ for the most part valueless, the 
Guiana sugar planters are holding confer- 
ences and presenting memorials to the home 
government on behalf of the sugar indus- 
try, which has apparently received its death 
blow from the bounties paid by Germany, 
Austria, and France to the beet producers. 
Nothing is cheaper than sugar in England, 
but the staple try and trade of the 
West Indies has been ruined by European 
competition, against which the mother coun- 
try has not protected her colonies. The 
‘Guiana ‘planters, when they. are not asking 
for bounties or countervailing duties, are 
suggesting the assembling of a European 
congress for the abolition of bounties. The 
Manchester Courier says the existence of 
the British West India colonies is now at 
stake, but the sugar question is generally 
pased over in silence. The prosperity of En- 
giand’s sugar islands might easily be re- 
stored by a tariff in their favor and against 
the beet countries, but that solution of Mr. 
Chamberiain’s main problem is not prac- 
ticable, because it involves non-conformity 
with the sacred canon of free trade.

BISMARCK’S ORGAN IS AGGRESSIVE. 


Prince Is Not Intimidated by Threats 
of Government Papers. 

Berlin, Oct. 81.—Prince Bismarck appar- 
ently is not intimidated by the threats to 
prosecute him, for his organ, the Hamburger 
Nachrichten, today replies to the broadside 
of the official Relchsanzeiger of Tuesday 
last, which intimated that the fate which 
overtook Count von Arnim might await those 
who disclosed secrets of state. : : 

The Hamburger Nachrichten today says: 

“The negotiations of those days (of Bis- 
marck’s tenure of office) were not strict state 
secrets, but belonged to history. There is 
no necessity for secrecy so far as Germany 
and the dreibund are concerned, as the treaty 
was made solely in compliance with Rus- 
sia’s wish, and Germany has nothing to be 
ashamed of. On the contrary, all peace- 
loving Germans have just ground to look 
back with satisfaction. It is totally un- 
true that the treaty implied disloyalty to 
the dreibund, The latter even allowed Aus- 
tria to be neutral In the event of a French 
attack on Germany or an unprovoked Ger- 

man attack on Russia, The whole dreibund 

could be incorporated In it, if Russia was 
willing, and conclude the same agreement 
without abandoning its main purpose. This 
would tranquilize all the friends of peace, 
and !f there is any inclination upon. the 
part of Russia it would be expedient to re- 
new the Russo-German treaty.”’ 

The Hamburger Nachrichten then takes 
the Reichsanzeiger to task for saying of its 
announcement of the existence of the Rus- 
go-German treaty that “ it will neither cor- 
rect what is falsé hor supply what is incom- 
piete,”’ saying: 

“The statement made is not false, as de- 
clared by the Reichsanzeiger, and the lat- 
ter can only supplement what it declares to 
be incomplete by publishing the whole 
treaty. Under these circumstances the 
Hamburger Nachrichten congiders itself 
entitled to demand a published recttfication 
as required by the press law of the Reichs- 
anzeiger’s assertion.”

Treasury Is Impoverished. 


As to the Treasury of Spain, the Premier 
is. in a quandary.

SAILORS LIKELY TO GET A RAISE. 


Present Boom in Shipping Will Help 
Them in Their Demand. 
London, Oct, 31.—The biggest boom in 
shipping since 1888 is now reported. Freight 
rates have everywhere risen abnormally, and 
old vessels are changing hands at large 
prices. “One ship building firm has received

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RAILWAY MEN SEND OUT AN APPEAL 


TO COOK COUNTY: VOTERS. 


They Ask for Votes for McKinley and 
Plead for the Upholding of National 
Honeor—Popeocratic Cry That They 
Are Frightened Into Their Position 
by Employers Denounced as an In- 
sult to Their Intelligence and Man- 
linese—Northwestern Resolutions.

sample: 


AN APPEAL TO THE VOTERS OF COOK 


We, the undersigned, workingmen and voters of 
Cook County, hereby appeal to all citizens of Cook 
County to unite with us In defense of our wages, 
our homes, the Lrosperity «“ ‘ws State, and tho 
honor of our country, 

We are the ercployés of the Michigan Central 
railroad company. It has been asserted, not once, 
but many times, that advocating the cause of 
honest money in this campaign we are being 
“coerced ”’ and “ intimidated” by our superior 
officers. It is charged that we are guided in our 
political actions by subservience to the migp: oon 
interests and fear of official displeasure. This is 
not only totally false. but it is a gross and gratu- 
ftous insult to cur m and our intelligence. 
We are men, not towards. We are citizens, not 
slaves. We resent thé insult which ts offered to 
us and propose to show our resentment at the polls. 

We shall vote as a unit for sound money and we 
shall do it because of our own freé will and judg- 
ment we are convinced that the free and unlim- 
ited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 te 1-would 


de injurious to our individual interests as wage- 


earners, detrimental to the welfare of the State;

We have not come to this decision unthinkingly.

As individuals we are 
entitled to good dollars for our work. As a Na- 
tion this best country on earth is entitled to the 
best currency. 

The depreciation of our silver coina 
inevitably drive all gold out of the count 
tory proves this and nobody denies it. 
debts abroad are payable in gold only. 
pay those debts would take ce their face value 
in &0-cent dollars. If, as a Nation, we tried toe 
pay these debts thus doubled in value it would te 
certain bankruptcy. If we did not try, but in- 
sisted cn paying every debt dollar for dollar in our 
depreciated coin, it would be repudiation. We do 
not wish to see the Nation a bankrupt nor do we 
wish to see the Stars and Stripés flaunted before 
all the world as en emblem of repudiation and a 
badge of commercial dishonesty. 

Thirty-five years ago, when Lincoln called for 
troops, the railway men of the West responded 
so that many of the railways could hardly be 
operated. The danger which threatens the coun- 
try today is, we earnestly beliéve, no less grave 
than it was then; and once again we, as railway 
men, propose to respond to our country’s call. 

We appeal to you to stand by us. We appeal to 
you as our friends and comrades and as fellow- 
citizens of a land that we all love. There is no 
“enemy's country *’ in the United States. We 
are all che people, whatever State we live in or 
whatever our calling may be, and we appeal to 
you, we call on you, we implore you, to stand 
shoulder to shoulder with us now. We ask it for 
the sake of our country. We ask it for our own 
sakes, to protect our own wages, our livelihood, 
anid our homes. We ask it, too, for your sakes, 
in behalf of your own business,’in behalf of all the 
industries and commerce of the American people. 
We appeal to you to yote for sound money, for 
honor, and for. prosperity.

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LETTERS BIND THE TWO CONTINENTS. 


Statistics of the ‘Lendon Postoffice 
Whieh Show the Great Amount of 
Correspondence with Americans. 


A most interesting summary of the bust- 
ness of the Postoflice of the United Kingdom 
has just been compiled by Mr. J. Holt School- 
ing, a member of the Royal Statistical So- 
clety of London. It is of peculiar value to 
Americans, not only as affording a means of 
comparison with our own pdstoffice work, 
but because it shows anew the close bonds 
of business and friendship between the two 
great nations, Mr. Schooling illustrates his 
Statistics with graphic diagrams, which are 
here reproduced. | 

The first thing that strikes the eyé in the 
report is the cost of the British postal sery- 
i¢e and the profit, for Great Britain makes 
& profit in this department. The wages of 
employés alone amount to $32,500,0U0 a year, 
while the total cost of the department for the 
Same period is $53,750,000. 

The receipts amount to $68,750,000, leaving 
a balance of $15,000,000 profit a year. This 
would make a very startling comparison 
with the large yearly deficit of our own post- 
office were it not remembered that Great 
Britain owns the telegraph, too. Doubtices 
large telegraphic profits offset a deficit in the 
strictly postal business. On this point Mr. 
Schooling is unfortunately silent. 


While Great Britain exchanges 98,000,000 


letters with Kurope, she exchanges 61,000,000 
with America.. This shows the bond between 
Europe and America, for the next continent 
on the lst is Asia, with whom she makes 
only 22,000,000 exchanges. 

In the comparison of nations the United 
States stands far ahead of any other, for 
41,000,000 letters are exchanged annually be- 
tween us and Great Britain.. The next on 
the list is France, with an exchange of 25,- 
(50,000 letters, and Germany is third, with an 
exchange of 25,300,000. No other nation ap- 
proaches nearer than Italy’s 6,500,000. 

The increase in letter-writing in the last 
fifty years, due to increased education and 
the enlargement of friendship, business, and 
common interests in general, is very interest- 
ingly shown in the compiler’s tables. In 1846, 
for instance, the British Postoffice delivered 
ten ietters for every head of population, 
while in 1894 forty-six letters for each head of 
population were delivered. 

With similar intent Mr. Schooling says: 

“Twenty years ago thé activity of a tiny 
spot in the tiny spot marked London annual- 
ly delivered seventy-two letters in the United 
Kingdom for every 100 persons living on the 
area of the whole world—a sufficiently re- 
markable performance even then. But now 
this wonderful postoffice machine delivers 
in these little islands only a number of let- 
ters that suffices to provide each unit of the 
world’s population with nearly one and one- 
quarter letters annually, and this without in- 
cluding any of the other considerable items 
of postal matter, such as book packets, post 
cards, newspapers, circulars, telegrams, etc.”’ 

The accompanying comparative diagrams 
indicate the amount of postal matter ex- 
changed by the United Kindom with the 
other continents. They show how closely we 
are bound to the Queen’s realm through the 
ties of the post.—_New York Herald. 


SATISFIED BY ANY ANSWER AT ALL. 


Question Asked in Civil Service Exam- 
ination of Scruabwomen Which 
Means Nothing. 


Into the best of things there often creeps 
an elemenpt of the ridiculous. 

** How much soap,” said a prominent mem- 
ber of the Chicago bar, “ will it take to 
clean a square yard of floor?” 

The question. occasioned some surprise 
among the gentlemen in his office. 

“No,” he said, “it’s not a conundrum. 
It’s a sober question. It must be, for it is 
found in the civil service examination of 
the applicants for positions as scrubwomen.: 
I believe most thoroughly in civil service re- 
form, but what do you think of that ques- 
tion? It’s remarkable—very remarkable— 
because it would tax all the powers of the 
Magi to answer it with exactness, and yet 
it can hardly be answered wrongly. The 
man who evolved it was a dyed-in-the-wool 
genius. None other could have done it. 

*“ Genlus is shown in the neglect to men- 
tion the kind of floor. The very stones in 
the streets know that it will not take the 
Same amount in al cases, but that the soap 
will vary with the surface cleaned. It will 
take one amount for soft wood, another for 
hard, still another for tile. It will vary, too, 
with the state of preservation of the floor. 
A badly worn floor will take more soap than 
a perfectly smooth one. These things that 
Solomon-like question leaves out of consid- 
eration entirely. 

“I suppose the prospective scrubwomen 
ought not to complain on that score. Any 
answer which lies within the limits of com- 
mon sense must be right. If not correct for 
one sort of floor it will fit another. Only, I 
should like to meet the man whose fertile 
brain hit upon the question as a thing of 
vital importance.”’

REORGANIZED SANTA FE MAKES ITS | 


SEMI-ANNUAL REPORT. , 


Net Earnings for the First Six Months 


Were $3,382,806, the Surplus for the 
Period Being $141,720—Lopping Of 
of Unprofitable and Auxiliary Lines 
Proves Beneficial — Negotiations 
Under Way Looking te the Acquisi- 
tion of the Atlantic and Pacific. 


Advance copies of the report of the di- 
rectors of the Santa Fé, covering the first 
six months operation by the reorganized 
company, have just been issued. The lop- 
ping off of non-profitable auxiliary lines has 
proved beneficial to the syrtem. The li 
embraced in the report are the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé, Gulf. Colorado and 
Santa Fé, Southern California, New Mexico 
and Arizona and Sonora railway, the total 
mileage of which is now 6,435.29 miles. 

The receivership commenced Dec. 23, 1893, 
and ended at midnight on Dec; 81,1895. Dur- 
ing ,this period the former general mortgage 
wap foreclosed and tbe railroad stocks, 
bonds, and other assets were acquired on 
Dec. 10, 1895, at public sale by a purchas- 
ing committee representing the Joint Ex- 
ecutive Reorganization committee acting 
under the plan of reorganization. The en- 
tire estate embraced in the foreclosure sale 
was duly conveyed to the Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fé railway company by deed 
dated Dec. 12, 1895. In consideration of this 


“conveyance the company executed the se- 


curities required under the plan of reorgan- 
ization—to4wit: General mortgage bonds, 
$96,900,500; adjustment mortgage bonds, 
$51,728,000; preferred stock, $131,486,000 (of 
which amount $20,000,000 has been set apart 
to be used only for the acquisition of cer- 
tain auxiliary lines); common stock, $102,- 

,000. The company also assumed a]! le- 
gal claims against the receivership. The 
conveyance was made subject to the rights 
of the holders of guaranteed fund notes and 
other pretxisting securities. 

The report places the present funded debt 
at $110,650,050,. on which annual fixed 
charges are $4,650,590. | : 

Earnings from operation for the six months 
were $13,590,234; operating expenses, $10,- 
207,428; and net earnings, $3,382,806. The 
— for this period amounts to $141,- 


Regarding the sale of the company’s *in- 
terest in the St. Louis and San Francisco 
road the report says: 

While the future control of that road was re- 
garded as desirable, the financial considerations 
affecting the situation at the time prevailed; and 
the sale was decided on the whole to bé more 
prudent than the purchase. The course adopted 
has greatly| strengthened the treasury of the 
Atchison system during the period of depression 
since experienced. 

The policy of the company in regard to the 
Atlantic and Pacific is outlined as follows: 

Our ‘relations with the Atlantic and Pacific rail- 
road have received careful attention. Negotia- 
tions looking to the acquisition of this property 
or the establishment of a permantnt basis for the 
handling of joint traffic have been in progress dur- 
ing several months, but no definite result has been 
arrived at: The foreclosure of the mortgage upon 
the Atlantic and Paeific road is being carried 
forward by the Atlantic and Pacific bondholders’ 
committee. Meanwhile there is no interruption 
or delay in the handling of business, and our re- 
lations, with the receiver are satisfactory, the 
service of the through line being efficiently main- 
tained in both directiéns. 

Satisfactory contracts have been com- 
pleted with Pullman’s Palace Car company, 
‘the pane ont Union Telegraph company, and 

he Wells-Fargo Express company for han- 

ng the sleeping car, telegraph, and ex- 
press business of the line. . 

A satisfactory agreement has been entered 
into with the sanitary district of Chicago 
in respect to the crossing.of the drainage 
canal at the various crossing poinis. 

The company owns a direct line from all 
its Kansas points to Galveston, Tex., en- 
abling it to participate advantageously in 
the increasing traffic resulting from the re- 
cent development of a deep water harbor at 
that city.

It is natural that the pelagic sealer’s catch 
sheuld be made up largely of females, be- 
cause they are the easiest to take. 

‘In the northward march they swim slowly 
and are comparatively sluggish in their 
movements. They sleep a great deal, and it 
is then, while they are living at the surface, 
that the pelagic sealer kills them. After 
the young are born the mothers swim far out 


.into the warm waters of the Japanese cur- 


rent in search of the food fishes to be found 
there. 


Extent of the Slaughter. 


They go far beyond the sixty-mile zone in 
which sealing is prohibited, and are slaugh- 
tered there by thousands. Outside of this 
protected zone, to the west, south, and south- 
west, there are three sealing belts, embracing 
a total area of about 22,500 miles, or nearly 
three times the area of the State of Massa- 
chusetts. It is within this area that the 
seal killers cruise during the first months of 
the open season. When the seals haul off 
the beaches and begin the southward march 
the schooners follow, using shotgun and 
spear and picking up the sleeping seals from 
the surface of the water. Occasionally dur- 
ing the first months of the open season the 
sealers try a dash inside the sixty-mile zone, 
but the work of the revenue cutter fleet is 
pretty sharp, and it is not probable that many 


‘poachers get away unscathed. 


That this pelagic slaughter of fem seals 
is the two-handed agent of extermination the 
reports now coming in from Unalaska dem- 
onstrate. The United States revenue cutter 
Rush cameinto Unalaska from patrol duty in 
the Bering @ea on Aug. 7. She reported that 
seventy schooners were lying outside the 
sixty-mile line, from the Pribylov Iflands, 
picking up what seals they could catch as 
they foraged for food. ‘ 

Not a schooner had made a catch worth re- 
porting. Two or three seals a day, where 
there used to a hundred or more, was the 
average. - The supply is gone, and as other 
seasons come on and it becomes more and 
more difficult to get seals and the catch 
becomes / more and more uncertain, 
the sealing fleet § will decrease in 
numbers correspondingly. It is a question 
of but a few years, unless there is a change in 
the regulations which shall prohibit pelagic 
sealing, until the last seal shall have been 
shot and the last word in the disma! story 
shall have been told.

FEMALE BICYCLE SCORCHER BARRED 


Accident Insurance Companies Deo Net 
f Accept Her Auy More. 

The bicycle girl who falls off her wheel 
and breaks an arm or a leg is In hard luck 
becagse she cannot get insurance in the ac-. 
cident companies. 

This was, decided at a recent meeting of 
representatives of accident insurance com- 
panies held in Boston. They decided the 
risk was too great to make insurance profit- 
able, hence the female scoreher is barred 
from benefits. 

Some accident companies also refuse to 
pay tor accidents to men received while rid- 
ing wheels and have added a clause to their 
policies stipulating that scorchers cannot 
get pay for a skinned nose, a spra 
or any other hurt received while riding. 

The tnsurance men say while the riding of 
wheels in the case of women is con 
* extra hazardous.” the main. reason why 
the rule against them was adopted is be- 
cause sO many women set up frivolous 
claims for damages. A torn skirt or a 
wrecked pair of bloomers were often made 
the basis of long and annoying negotiations, 

while a woman, who lost an eyebrow or part 
of an ear from scraping along the pavement 
was sure to set up a claim for the biggest 
eenestr on the list on account of spoiled 

eauty. 

This sort of thing gave the insurance com- 
panies a great deal of bother, and when the 
subject of risks came up at the Boston meet- 
ing it was quickly decided to adopt thé 

extra hazardous ’’ risk rule. Not all the 
companies, however, have barred a 
riders, and there is insurance to be had, but 
the insured will have to pay a higher rate 
than her sister who does not ride a wheel.

PROJECT TO ESTABLISH STATE 1N- 
STITUTIONS FOR THEIR RELIEF, 
—————— 
Plan Contemplates a Central Institu- 
tion in Chicago Which, Later, Is te 
Be Extended Into Various States, 


Partly Supported by the Respective | 


Legislatures—-Why State Govern- 


ments Should Assist These Untortus 


nates—Views of Local Clergymen. 


NEW society is now being organized 


called the American Benevolent .As- 


sociation. Its object is to establish 

a hospital or hospitals for the treat- 
ment of cripples, afterwards assisting them 
to find employment or homes. As there is né 
place in the United States where indigent 
cripples are specially’ treated Chicago has 
been suggested by many as the best location 
for the headquarters of the several State 
institutions which the association hopes to 
establish. 

There is no class of sufferers that the pub- 
lic has so persistently neglected as the crip- 
ple, and no one who stands more in need of 
sympathy and treatment. 

Dr. H. R. Allen, founder of the National 
Surgical Institution of Indianapolis, Ind., 


and organizer of the American Benevolent 


Association, has established quarters on the 
sixth floor of the Masonic Temple. 

Dr. Allen, in an interview, said: “* Our plan 
is first to locate headquarters, or the parent 
institution, in Chicago. When this is com- 
pleted we hope to establish Branch institu- 
tions in each State capital, each Legislature 
to appropriate something toward the sup- 
port of its local hospital’’ 

Many charitable men and women have 
written indorsing the plan and offering as- 
sistance to promote such work in the several 
States in which they live. 

“It is a mistake,” said Dr. Alien, “to 
suppose, as many do, that ‘ onceacripple al- 
ways a cripple,’ if one has been born in such 
a condition. It is a prevalent opinion that 
nothing can be. done after maturity, is 
reached. It -is often oversight or the 
neglect of a simple remedy on the part of 
the surgeon which producés deformities and 
leaves the child without hope, unable to 
earn his living. What we want is a place 
where all may have the benefit of modern 
discoveries, appliances, and treatment.” 

An investigation was started during Presi- 
dent Harrison’s administratién to ascertain 
how many cripples were living in the United 
States. No thorough system was followed, 
but about 600,000 names were obtained. 

What Chicago Ministers Say. 

Many prominent men who are interested in 
philanthropic projects have given their ine 
dorsement to the idea of State institutions 
for the treatment ef cripples. The prevail- 
‘Ing idea seems to be that it is as much the 
duty of the State to assist the cripples and 
deformed as it is the blind and deaf. Con- 
cerning the project Bishop Fallows says: 

“I have had favorable opportunities of 
seeing the excellent results which have fol- 
lewed the treatment of crippled children and 
adults by our modern surgical methods 
I therefore cordially approve of the estab- 
lishment of a national headquarters in Chi- 
cago for thecare of such cases. 

“It shquid be just as much the duty of the 
State to assist in their treatment as in the 
treatment of the insane, the deaf and dumb, 
and other unfortunates. Statistics seem to 
show that more than one in every hundred 
of our population are cripples. Simple hu- 
™The Rev, Ht W. that they be cared for.”’ 

The Bolton says of the project: 
“I think there Seanbe to be, in this day of 

* specialiti an institution for the treat- 
ment of cripples, and that it should be a 
State institution, and so great is the demand 
that no one State should attempt to provide 
for a national institution, but that every 
State ought to take this matter in hand 
through its Legislature and not suffer it to 
be delayed by attempts to secure it.by in- 
dividual gifts."’ 


Dr. Thomas on the Project. 


Dr. H. W. Thomas of the People’s Church 
finds much to be commended in a national 
hospital for cripples with its head- 
quarters located in Chicago. Of the project 
he says: 

*“ To care for.the unfortunates is the com- 
mon, the divine impulse of humanity. We 
have hospitals for the sick, the blind me 
insane; we have homés for the aged, for 
children, for the friendless, for the help- 
lessly poor; but somehow for the unfortu- 
nate cripples little provision has been made. 
And yet of these there are over 600,000 in 
our country. 

* That something should be done for this 
large class of suffering and other helpless 
fellow-beings has long been felt, and just 
now the /plan of national and State hos- 


pitals, with headquarters in Chicago, is be- | 


ing agitated. That Chicago should be the 
head center-of such a movement is natural, 
for it is the center of the natural country, 
and that over all there should be one general 
supervision seems wise. Weare learning by 
experience that all forms af labor can be 
done more economically upon a large scale. 
Nor would this. interfere with the general 
autonomy of the separate institutions, and 
there being one in each State would appeal 
to the pride, the interest, and sympathy of 
its people, and as the States would bear only 
part of the expense, there would also be an 
appeal to their generosity. 

“The advance of medical science, espe- 
cially in the fleld of surgery, has been so 
great in later years that many, perhaps the 
larger proportion, of the crippled could be 
cured, or, so far, at least, as to soon enable 
them to be self-supporting; others could be 
relieved, and the helpless cared for. a 
plan in its general outlines has my est 
sympathy, and I am sure if set in motion 
it will meet with the. general favor and 
ready support of the people.” 

The Rev. William M. Lawrence of? the 
Second Baptist Church says: 

‘*T am heartily in favor of the general 
scheme and af course I would prefer to see 
our city the’ national headquarters, but I 
would suggest that the charity is far foo 
valuable and necessary to imperil it by any 
insistence that might not be regarded as 
disinterested."’

tary system” and an “American financial : 


policy.” He has asserted ever five hundred 
times that he wants to free this country 
from the control of “ foreign potentates and 
powers,” who, he alleges, are the authors 
and the masters of the 
system. 

These impudent seinen have been 
made hundreds of times, and yet this coun- 
try has and has had for bighteen years a 
purely “ American monetary system ” of 
its own devising, different from that of any 
nation on the face of the earth. 

That system, which is bimetallic in its na- 
ture, has been worked out by it without the 
aid of “foreign potentates and powers,” 
and is not under their control. Lombard 
street had nothing to do with its establish- 
ment or its maintenance. | 

The American bimetallic monetary sys- 
tem, which Bryan is endéavoring to over- 
throw to establish the British silver mono- 
metallic system, owes its existence to the 
Bland-Allison law of 1878, The first named 
individual wished Congress to try the free 
There was nothing pure- 
ly American about that proposition, But 
the majority in Congress, being wiser than 
he was, agreed on a plan of limited coinage 


_of silver. 


It was determined that! the government 
should buy thé silver bullion and coin it 
into full legal tender dollars, which were 
to be kept at a parity with gold dollars 
though the bullion in them was less than 
100 cents. The system thus created was a 


purely American one. It sas not dictated | 


by Lombard sireet. It owed nothing to 
European influences. 

Under the Bland-Allisor law bimetallism 
was established in this country in the only 
practicable way. If an attempt had been 


‘made in 1878 to put a dollar’s worth of silver 


in the silver dollar the continued fall in the 
value of silver would have made it neces- 
sary to recoin the dollarsievery little while 
and put more metal in them. ; 

The American bimetallic system has been 
maintained for eighteen years. It has de- 
fied the assaults of Bryan and other free 
silverites. It has put intbd circulation 500 
millions of silver dollars, which have cir- 
culated concurrently with the gold dollars. 

Those silver dollars contain 371% grains 
of that metal, worth now as bullion only 
50 cents. That is the value Lombard street 
puts on that much bullion., But the United 
States has been able to give to 371% grains 
of silver, when coined by it to a limited ex- 
tent, the value of 100 cents, 

Mexico and other free ¢oinage countries 
have been unable to make their coined 
silver worth more than its bullion value. 
Lombard street has determined the value of 
the bullion and their coin. How does it 
happen that the United States is not also 
under the control of Lombard street? 

Because it has a monetary system of its 
own—an American monetary system. That 


| system, on which Bryan is making war, has 


made the value of the silver coinage of the 
United States double what it would have 
been if the free coinage off silver had been 
adopted in 1878 or in any subsequent year. 
This bimetallic system, which is native to 


| this country, fs the obje¢t of Bryan’s pe- 


euliar hatred. His desiré is to destroy it 
and substitute for it a British, Lombard 
street, silver monometailic system, the 
workings of which can be seen in Mexico. 

If the unpatriotic, un-American Bryan 
were to succeed in his effort to substitute 
a foreign monetary systeni foran American 
monetary system, then theidaily value of the 
American dollar would be fixed where that 
of the Mexican dollar is now—in Lombard 
street. 

Then the currency of thik great, powerful, 
and high spirited Nation would be under the 
absolute amd despotic couitrol of “ foreign 
money potentates and powers.” Congress 
would be deposed and Lombard street en- 
throned. 

The money changers on that street, who 
fix the value of silyer bullion for the world 
now, would also fix, under free coinage, the 
value of the American-dollar. And the 
man who is most anxious to have this done 
is the man who declares he spurns foreign 
domination and clamors for an American 
monetary system. | 

This mock patriot, this sham friend of 
the workingman, is laboring to give to for- 
eign money changers and speculators the 
power to settle how muc¢h the dollar the 
American workingman is paid in shall be 
worth to him. 

Suppose the country to ee free coinage 
now. ‘The employé has ‘agreed with his 
employer how many dollans he shall be paid 
weekly or monthly. A day or two later 
the Lombard street silver speculators in 
the visible supply of silver increase. Then 
they bear the market. Down goes the 
price of silver bullion. Down Yoes the 
purchasing power of the American dollar. 
Those dollars which the employé receives 
under his contract buy for. him less of the 
necessaries of life than he thought they 
would when he sold his labor. 

Lombard strect, using the power put in 


its hands by Bryan, has pinched the Ameri-. 


can workingman. It has’ made his labor 
less profitable. The labor of every man 
who sold his services for money would sell 
for less every time Lombard street put a 
lower quotation on the American free coin- 
age silver dollar. |

tem were abandoned and tthe British silver 
monometallic system frhich Bryan believes 
in were adopted no ‘man in this country 


| who had anything to sell would know what 


valuation to put.on it until he had heard 
from Lombard street. The price of every- 
thing, from a paper of pins up to a herd 
of cattle, would depend on Lombard street. 

The value of the American dollar would 
be determined by the guesses and the spec- 
ulative moods of the Lombard street deal- 
ers in silver bullion. The bulls in that 
street would work to make that dollar 
worth more and the bears'to make it worth 
less, one would win and then the other, 
and the currency of this pountry would go 
jumping up and down, 4s it would have 
done during the last thiee weeks if the 
United States had had a wheat standard 
instead of a gold standard,

HOW FREE SILVER WILL AFFECT CITY 
AND COUNTY EMPLOYES. : 

There is reprinted in another column of 
this morning’s TRIBUNE a table showing the 
number of the city and county employés, 
the wages paid to them at present, and the 
wages which they will receive if Bryan is 
elected and the free silver standard of wages 
is paid. The table itself is so eloquent in 
its figures that it is hardly necessary to do 
more than to commend it to these thousands 
of employés as an indication to them how 
they should vote on Tuesday, Some general 
reflections, however, are in order that in- 
dicate the bearing this fifty-cent slump 
would have upon the whole commupity. 

First—The figures in the table show that 
these employés, whether the salaries are 
regulated by the Council or the County 
Board, would not get any more dollars when 
the slump came, since neither of these or- 
ganizations would have any more dollars 
than it has now, and. they would only 
be half: value dollars at that. These em- 
ployés—policemen, firemen, schoolteachers, 
etc.—cannot in that event expect to get two 
poor dollars for the one good dollar they 
have now. If they do expect it they will be 
disappointed, ~~ 

Second—If. any of these employés vote 
for Bryan, free silver, and cheap dollars 
they will know just what they are 
going to getinthe way of wages. Knowing 
that, one would imagine that, regardless of 
party feelings or affiliations, they would 
vote against the wage cutting free silver 
policy, and that those of them who are 
women will urge their families and friends 
to do the same. 

Third—There may be those who will say, 
“ What difference will it make if we do get 
only half pay? We can resign.” .But who 
will fill their. places? Necessarily the ruff- 
scruff. ‘The city will have inferior firemen, 
policemen, schoolteachers, ete.—the_cheap- 
est kind of cheap labor. 

Fourth—The local Judges are none too 
well pdid now. If their smal] salaries are 
cut down one-half, as they will be if Bryan 
is elected, bad lawyers will take the place 
of good lawyers in every court. Shysters 
will make bad rulings, which will be re- 
versed by the higher courts, and thus the 
whole judicial system will be degraded and 
cheapened, and the community will be the 
principal sufferer. 

Meanwhile, if there are any among the 
city and county employés who think their 
services are only worth one-half what is 
paid them now, of course they can and will 
vote for Bryan. 


POPOCRATS AND THE FLAG DAY. 
The National Republican committee a 
few weeks ago issued a stirring appeal to 
patriotic citizens all over the country to 
make Oct. 31 a flag day, and on that day to 
unfurl Old Glory to the breezes and testify 
thereby to their opposition to the Popo- 
cratic policy which tends to discredit it. 
A day or two afterward Jones of the Pop- 
ocratic committee appealed to the followers 
of his party to observe the day in the same 
manner, claiming that the sound money 
Republicans and Democrats had no right 
topreémpt the flag or monopolize patriotism. 
The order of Jones was a bluff to cover the 
Popocratic tracks. No agitator in the 
United States, beginning with Altgeld and 
ending with Debs, no man who believes 
in their doctrines or in the Chicago plat- 
form, no man who advocates the doctrine 
- that the State is above the Nation, no man 
who denies the authority” of the National 
Government to exercise 21! 
the Constitution without :* ing the consent 
of Altgeld or any other Governor, has any 
reason to feel elated at sight of the Ameri- 
ean flag or any disposition to display the 
national emblem. How could any man who 
believes with Altgeld that a Governor is 
greater than the President celebrate Flag 


relating to the National Government the 
flag is its emblem? No man who believes in 
Bryan, in Altgeld, or in that plank of the 
Chicago platform which denies the right 
of the government to protect itself has any 
logical reason for celebrating Flag day. 
The only. Democrats who had the logical 
and reasonable right to celebrate Flag day 
were the sound ‘money Democrats. They 
do not believe the State rights doctrine of 
Altgeld and Debs. They. do not believe 
that the State stands above the Nation. 
They do not believe in the doctrines of Jef- 
ferson Davis, or in the right to nullify the 
Federal laws and powers when they are 
exercised within the provisions of the Con- 
stitution. . The President of the United 
States did not exercise any authority out- 
side of that given by the Constitution when 
he interfered to put down Debs and his 
rioters when they were interfering with 
United States mails and defying national 
authority. Those, therefore, who support 


| the. plank in the Chicago platform which 


condemns the President for doing his duty 
had no reason for displaying the flag. They 
may have covered their tracks by doing so, 
but they did not believe im it. 


FIATISM THE AIM OF BRYANISM. 

There must be no misunderstanding by 
any voter of the fact that Mr. Bryan is ad- 
vacating free silver and 50-cent dollars for 
the specific purpose of dropping them later 
for irredeemfable shinplasters. This politi- 
eal buccaneer sees that in these half rate 
dollars is contained a semi-fiatism, and he 
is striving for the half loaf first and will de- 
mand the whole loaf if he succeeds. He 
and the men who with him would control 
the government if he should be elected 
President have ever been loyal to the Popu- 
list “ Subtreasury plan” and the creed of 
pure fiatism,; and both would inevitably be 
imposed upon the Nation. The Subtreasury 
scheme was promulgated at the Farmers’ 
Alliance meeting in Ocala, Fla., in Decem- 
ber, 1890, and the statement of it then made 
has always been the gospel of Popujists, 
including Bryan. It reads as follows: 

We demand the abolition of national ban‘s. 
We demand that the government shall establich 
Subtreasuries or depositories in the several States 
which shall loan money direct to the people at a 
low rate of interest, not to exceed 2 per cent: por 
annum, on non-perishable farm products, and also 
upon real estate, with proper limitation upon the 
‘quantity of land and amount of money.

If Debs were to organize 
another uprising against the government 
he and his creatures would be allowed to 
have their own way. Mr. Harrison, in 
previous speeches, has affirmed the rights 
of the government in the premises and the 
constitutional rights of the Executive in 
the most unanswerable manner.

They 
must decide that day. whether they will 
have “ law-abiding, peaceful communities ” 
or law-defying, disorderly, violent communi- 
ties, dominated by demagogues, cranks, 
and Anarchists; whether they will have 
“ mutual good will” or that hatred, preju- 
dice, and passion between classes which 
Bryan on the one hand, and between sec- 
tions which Altgeld and Tillman on the 
other, have stfiven with all their might to 
engender; whether they will have “a full 
value dollar” -.or a half value dollar with 
which to cheat creditors, bank depositors, 
pensioners, loan association and insurance 
investors, wage receivers, note holders, 
bondholders, and mortgage holders; whether 
they will have * home work for home folks ” 
or stoppage of work, crippling of industries, 
paralysis of trade, and ruin of prosperity.

ENGLAND AND THE CYPRUS CONVENTION 

Lord Rosebery’s recent speech at Edin- 
burg was remarkable chiefly for his exposi- 
tion of the Cyprus convention, by the terms 
of which the Euglish people were induced 
to believe the government had done a great 
work for humanity. England agreed to 
protect the land of the Sultan agains? Rus- 
sia by force of arms if necessary, and in re- 
turn Turkey ceded to the administration of 
the English the Island of Cyprus and prom- 
ised to introduce necessary reforms inte the 
government for the protection of the Chris- 
tian and other subjects of the Porte in all 
Turkish territories. The treaty containing 
these provisions was agreed upon in June, 
1878, and in May previously Lord Salisbury 
wrote a dispatch giving this interpretation 
of its intent: 


Her Majesty’s|' government intimated to the 
Porte, off the occasion of the conference in Con- 
stantinople, that they were not prepared to sanc- 
tion misgovernment and oppréssion, and it will 
be vol taatti. before they can enter into any agree- 
ment for the defense of the Asiatic territories 
of the Porte in certain eventualties, that they 
should be formally assured of the intention of the 
Porte to introduce the necessary reforms into the 
government of the Christian and other subjects 
of the Porte in these regions. 


The assignment of Cyprus was made in 
order that British forces might be near the 
coast of Asia Minor and Syria, and thus 
be in a convenient position to carry out the 
English requirements in the treaty. The 
New York Evening Post points out that 
the essential feature of this treaty was that 
England ghould. insist on the Porte making 
the necessary arrangements for the protéc- 
tion of the Christians in return for En- 
gland’s assistance to the Porte against 
any possible Russian hostility. This 
is the point specifically discussed by Lord 
Rosebery, to which he gave a remarkable 
interpretation... He declai: | he understood 
that “the Porte not having fulfilled or 
tried to fulfill any one of its pledges under 
that convention, England had been equally 
released from hers, and the convention has 
been a dead letter ever since it was signed.” 
Commenting on this utterance, the N«w 
York Post properly. says:

Pegasus in his airiest flights ne’er 
gave half the fun to Bellerphon and the 
ecstasies of the most dulcet merry-go-round 
are tame in comparison to the rush of the 
sufety as it speeds like swift Camilla o’er 
the plain. It is great sport for the old man, 
and he doubtless says many a time in the 
words of braggart Shallow: “ Though we 
are justices and doctors and churchmen, 
Master Page, we have some salt of our 
youth in us.” Happy, thrice happy, the ex- 
Chancellor of England as he renews the 
pleasures of his boyhood by a spin on the 
bike. Although he has “snow upon his 
roof ’’ the wheel makes summer in his heart, 
and takes him away for a brief time froma 
work-a-day world. Long may he live to en- 
joy it. Here’s hoping that his remaining 
pathway of life may be smooth as asphalt, 
his tire ever punctureless, and that he may 
not be called hence before he has reached 
the supreme height of every cyclist’s felici- 
ty, a century Tun. 


MERIT SYSTEM IN THE SCHOOL BOARD. 

The question of placing the employés of 
the Board of Education under the operation 
of civil service rules comes up for decision 
on Wednesday next, and it should be acted 
upon favorably without further delay. In 
public estimation there are not two sides to 
the proposition, and it is amazing that the 
board has permitted the question to drag so 
long. 

The City of Chicago has declared itself 
unequivocally on the merit system, and in 
safeguarding efficiency in public business by 
the adoption of civil service rules it became 
the champion of a policy which has the in- 
dorsement of all thoughtful citizens. I¢ 
reduced to the smallest limit the importuni- 
ties of spoilsmen and petty politicians, and 


‘thus in addition to insuring capable em- 


ployés gave to heads of departments unin- 
terrupted time to devote to their executive 
duties. There is no department in which 
this latter aspect is more important than in 
the Board of Education; the only depart- 
ment which is not included under the work- 
ing of the law. 

It is especially obnoxious to the public to 
see the directors of the great school interests 
clinging to this petty patronage. Since the 
teachers and Superintendents are subjected 
already to severe examination and are nat- 


. urally exempt from any further civil service 


the most that is left to the appointing power 
of the board is a series of clerks and labor- 
ers, enough to clog seriously the untram- 
meled deliberations of the board, but not 
‘enough to watrant even the spoilsmen in 
the board to defy the stern demand of the 
people that this patronage be surrendered 
to the only enlightened municipal system of 
appointment. The members of the board

MOSQUITO LORE. 

Uncle Sam with due paternalistic regard 
for his children has prepared a little book 
on. the household insects of the United 
States wherein much interesting informa- 
tion is set forth relative to sundry ento- 
mological pests which make life a burden 
even within the sacred precincts of the 
home circle. In this brochure the mosquito 
occupies the post of honor, and it may beg 
source of melancholy satisfaction to learn 
that there are no less than thirty-one differ- 
ent kinds of these predatory gnats which 
seek to quench their insatiable thirst with 
human gore. Hight different kinds of mos- 
quitoes inhabit the District of Columbia 
alone, and, judging by the multiplicity of 
bills presented in Congress, they wield an 
important influence in legislation. , 

‘The larva of the mosquito is known to the 
unscientific as a “wiggle tail.” His habitat 


is in barrels of rainwater and ponds and | 


ditches where he hangs head downwards in 


the aqueous element, apparently taking no \ 
heed of the morrow, breathing through his : 


tailin the meantime. The manner in which 
this function is performed is lucidly ex- 
plained by the government bug man, who 
takes the reader into his confidence for the 
purpose. The ninth segmient of the larva’s' 
abdomen is, it seems, fitted with four gill 
flaps and six hairs, and also with a large 
trachea which is open at the tip of the re- 
spiratory tube. By means of this conven- 
ient arrangement the wiggletail whiffs the |

, laps may be functional as bronchial struct- 


ures in the young wiggletail, al h they 
get over it lateron. In due‘fithe, by a com-' 
plicated process something like a man work- 
ing his way into a tight overcoat, the wiggle- 


‘tail rips himself up the back, and lo, a full 


grown mosquito steps out armed and 
equipped for business. 

The family name of the mosquito is Culex, 
and, judging by the numbers of the tribe, 
is equivalent to that of Smith in the genus 
homo. His baptismal] name is various, and 
is generally applied with reference to cer-. 
tain personal characteristic of the particu-: 
lar Culex. For instance, there is Culex ex- 
citans, ©, excrucians, ©. perturbans, C, 
pungens, C. stimulans, etc. 

Contrary to general opinion there are 
more mosquitoes in Texas than in New Jer- 


| sey, and it will doubtless be a source of great 


satisfaction to Jerry Simpson and other 
Populists to know that a strong colony of 
very large and voracious mosquitoes from 
the latter State has found a congenial home 
in London, where the members pay particu- 
lar attention to the plutocrats of Lombard | 
street. 

There is much difference of opinion as 'to 
the mosquito’s song, some experts affirming 
that. the noise comes from his larynx, like 
Bryan’s; others say it is caused by rubbing 
his bristles together in fiendish glee at the 
sight of a fresh’ victim, but all agree that 
his bark is fully as bad as his bite, if not 
worse. 

It is not often that the government per- 
petuates a joke, officially, but this is certain- ' 
ly the case in the pamphlet under considera- 
tion. The statement is made with well- 
dissembled gravity that Culex’s normal 
food is nothing but the sweet juices of 
tender plants, and that he much prefers a 
draught of sparkling dew to tapping a vein 
for a drink of blood. This is entirely too 
diaphanous, and the millions whose san- 
guineous circulation has been contracted 
by Culicidean phlebotomy will enter their 
protest at this attempt to make light of their 
woes. Notwithstanding the fact that mos- 
quitoes have been seen lunching off cold 
potato or watermelon rind and have some- 
times evinced a liking for molasses and have 
even been known to drink beer, everybody 
knows that Culex is a blood drinker, con 
amore, and there is no use in the govern- 
ment trying to palliate the fact. 


WILL RUSSIA CURB THE SULTAN? 

The reported change of demeanor on the 
part of the Sultan to a condition of com- 
parative meekness is not in any sense satis- 
fying or convincing, unless it has been 
caused by an equally positive change in the 
policy of Russia. The Sultan bas been 
kept informed of the irritation against the 
Porte which is felt in London and the other 
European capitals and this alone would be 
sufficient explanation for his temporary ex- 
hibition of reform sentiment, There would 
be no reason to believe, however, that this 
‘new attitude would be sustained any longer 
than should be necessary to lull English 
feeling into a state of partial confidence in 
the Turk’s sincerity. : 

The really hopeful sign tn the situation is 
the hint that. Russia has conspicuously 
changed front on the Turkish question and 
that the Czar proposes on his return to sum- 
mon a conference of the powers to discuss 
the problem. It is barely possible that this 
may be the Czar’s intentions and that he 
has been aroused to an appreciation of the 
enormity of the Sultan’s crimes by his re- 
cent visit to England. The Queen, the 
Prince of Wales, or Lord Salisbury, or all 
must undoubtedly have brought up this

subject during the presence of the Russian - 


ruler at Balmoral, and it may be that his 
eyes have boen opened by what they were 
able to tell him of the feeling among the 
people of England and France. Some force 
is added to this hope that perhaps at last 
the Sultan is to be held in check by the re- 
port of a conference ‘held some time azo 
between the Russian Ambassador at Con- 
stantinople and the Sultan. It is said that 
on this occasion the Ambassador “ used 
very strong language’”’ to the Sultan and 
convinced him that Russia’s patience had 
been strained too far.

This might emphasize the inference 
in the minds of the opponents, and more ef- 
fectually lead them astray. 

An excellent play to embody this sugges 
tion would bea. double pass, or any play 
with a bluff movement, or demonetration 
toward a part of the line where the runner 
does not go. In that case the demonstration 
would be all the more deceptive, in view of 
the accidental start-aff. 

Quarter Back Changed.. 

8. Have some man change with quarter 
back for a single play, and let it appear that 
quarter is to do some thing. 

For example, if near enough to the oppo- 
nents’ goal to make a drop kick possible, let 
the quarter back go up the fleld on the first 
down, as if to make the trial.

Oombination on One Letter Only. 


A set which is not difficult, but may yet 
be confusing to the opponents, can be com- 
‘posed of letters in such a way that one 
single letter alone is needled to convey the 

. The set is based upon the ready 
visualization of the lower'case letters of the 
alphabet, as they appear in ordinary writ- 
ing, and the designation of the hole would be 
conveyed as follows: Any vowel stands for 
a play around theend. Ajconsonant with no 
extension above or below the line (as c, m, 

r, S, V, W, z) would mean the hole between 


A, | 
"end and tackle; any consonant having an up- 


ward loop (as b; d, h, 1, t) would mean the hole 
between tackle and guard; any consonant 
having a downward loop (as g, 4, y) would 
mean the hole_between guard and center; 
any consonant having both an upward and 
downward loop (as f, j, p) would indicate 
a kick. The formation would be called by 
the quarter back before the signal, and there 
would be a finger signal for the runner. 

The right or left hand side of the line 
might be indicated in a) variety of, ways; 
a second letter might be: called which, if it 
was further along in the alphabet than the 
first letter, the play would be on the right 
side of the line, but if it was nearer the head 
of the alphabet than the’ first letter, or, in 
other words, if the lettens were given read- 
ing backward from their usual order,. the 
play would be on the left side of the line. 


Well Concealed System. 

Another set of signals, which lacks a 
little of the element of brevity, but is clever- 
ly covered up from the comprehension of 
the opponents, would be based on a number- 
ing of the holes as explained in the finst set 
of signals here given, where the openings 
are numbered from 1 to D, and provision is 
made for ten different openings in the line. 
One digit only is needed to designate the 
hole in such a system, and this would be 
the first digit of the first number followin 
any number under 20. ‘Thus, for example, 
67, 83, 55, 19, 27, 4, 6, 5, would indicate that 
the play was the first hole inside your own 
right end. The same play,might have been 
indicated by the signal 1, By this set of 
signals a kick would be indicated in the sig- 
nal by the absence of amy number under 
20. Thus, 65, 47, 23, 84, 71 would call fora 
kick. 


Example of Practice Signals. 


We have already mentioned the advisa- 
bility of a set of signals based upon a certair 
key or countersign, which may be changed 
from day to day, while the system remains 
the same. Such a set of signals is an ex- 
cellent one for usé in the earlier practice of 
the season, for by changing the counter- 
sign or key number each fay it is possible to 
successfully mystify the opponents during 
the short interval of practice. 

A good set of this nature can be made up 
as follows: The quartér back calling the 
formation before the signal is given, ard in- 
dicating by his fingers who the runner is to 
be. Let the hole be the first digit of the first 
number following any number In the twen- 
ties. Thus, for example, 53, 96, 17, 28,°45, 6, 
0, 8 would signal for hole 4, since it was 
the first digit of the first number following 
the first number in the twenties. With such 
a series it woulfl be well to employ the num- 
bering of the holes, whith provides for ten 


| holes for the runner, and includes both sides 


of the line, leaving !t unmecessary to signal 
that the play is to go on the right or left of 
the. center. 

If such a set were used as here given on 
the first afternoon of practice, it might be 
changed on the second afternoon by estab- 


| lishing the key, as any number in the fifties, 


or arry number under twenty, or any number 
in the thirties over thirty-four, but not 
under thirty-four; on the next afternoon it 
might be shifted by making the hole num- 
ber not the first digit, but the second digit 
of the first number following the key’ num- 
ber. If the key were any number in the 
forties, for example, and the hole number 
was the second t of the first number fol- 
lowing any number in the forties, hole No. 1 
might be signaled for as follows; 13, 6, 89, 
The changes of the key number and the 
number of the digit which designates the 
‘hole- may be so endlessly continued that a 
single set of signals of this nature is all that 
is needed by both eleverns during the early 
weeks of the season. When the use of dou 
ble numbers has been so far employed as to 
exhaust the seeming resources, triple num- 
bers may be employed, or the key number 
may be located as between two other num- 
bers; for example, Instead of saying that the 
key number was any number in the thirties, 
let it be put as any n between thirty, 
five and forty-five, and'thus further compli- 
cate the system when it has become too 
familiar. : f oe

Formations Nos. 1, 2, 3, and 4 would indi- 
cate by their second number the hole in the 
line, according to the regular syetem of num- 
bering. The other formations would indi- 
cate by their second number the number of 
the play in the series having that special 
lineup. Thus 3, 9, 6, the formation would be 
a regular formation; the play would be just 
inside the left end, and the play would be 
made instantly on the conclusion of the sec- 
ond calling of the signal. Five, 2, 4, the 
formation would be ends back; the play 
would be the second play in the series from 
that formation, and it would not start until 
the ball came in the regular way. Ten, 1, 3, 
the formation would be the special formation 
for a criss-cross; the play would be the first 
play of thaf series, and it would be made in- 
stantly on the finishing of the second calling 
of the signal. 


Individual Preferences of Piayers. 

Enough has been given here on the sub- 
ject of signals to indicate the possibilities 
of the. situation. One last point—adapt the 
signals to the team. Some teams will take 
more readily to one set of signals than 
to. another. There are ‘teams which 
cannot seem to learn a signal that requires 
subtraction: there are other teams which 
will positively rebel at the use of any letters 
ina signal. Yet these teams will find not the 
slightest difficulty with a more complicated 
set of signals based on numbers alone. As 
a rule teams do not like signals based on both 
numbers and ietters, and they are apt to 
give numbers the preference over any other 
form of signal. 

Before closing this chapter we want to re- 
vert to the subject of sequences of plays, 
where different movements are executed 
without signal; the order of the movements 
having previously been committed to mem- 
ory. The use of the word “ sequences ”’ is 
here meant to cover any plays, not neces- 
sarily from the same lineup. A team which 
has had no previous experience in sequences 
had better limit their use to a single sequence 
of three plays. They should be three of the 
strongest plays which the team can employ, 
and the object of@the sequence is to play 
them without signals to the ends, that they 
may be sent away with the greatest speed, 
and without waiting for special information 
by signal after the usual method. 

If the sequence is composed of three plays 
the first one may be a dash around the end, 
the second may be between tackle and 
guard, and the third ‘between tackle and 
guard on the other sidé of the line. What- 
ever they.are, they should be constantly 
practiced as a series of three movements 
without any intermission or pause and with- 
out any instructions from the quarter back 
between the different movements. .It goes 
without saying that the team must be able 
to line up before their opponents in every 
oné of thesé maneuvers. In fact, quick- 
ness in Hneup is the vital necessity in all 
sequences. It is of little use to employ a 
sequence or to waste time in committing to 
memory the order of any plays unless the 
team to a man shall line up almost before 
the runner is off the ground. 


Siznafing for a Sequence. 

The best’ method for signaling for a se- 
quence varies according to the nature of the 
system of signals which may be employed. 
Une method would be to let the first number 
be &@. separate number, entirely apart from 
the signal itself, letting it be a single digit 
under 10, and always followed by a decided 
pause before the rest of the signal is giver.. 
If the signal proper was 90, 5, 2, and it was 
desired to signal for a special sequence, it 
might be called as follows: 12—9, 5, 2. In 
this case 9, 5, 2 would of necessity be the 
first play in’the arranged sequence, and the 
calling of the figure 12—with a pause—would 
signify that three plays were to be played, 
following each other in the most rapid man- 
ner, and without any further signal. 

It is well to construct a sequence for use 
inside the opponent's 25-yard line, and inthe 
making up of a set of signals it will be neo- 
rr lag to provide for it in their construc- 

on. 


TWELVE EFFECTIVE FAKE PLAYS. 


Methode of Employing Deceptive Tac- 
tics im a Foethall Game. 

It is not intended in this chapter to give a 
complete scheme for the employment of dif- 
ferent fakes, nor is it intended to furnish 
diagrams of plays. The object of the chap- 
ter is, as its name implies, merely to give 
suggestions to the coach of the various lines 
along which he can successfully conduct 
strategic operations. The ingenuity df the 
coach, and of his knowledge of the capacifles 
of his team, will enable him to select the 
right suggestion and clothe it with the proper 
movement, | 

It myst not be understood that these su 
gestions are Offered as novel movements, 
or that they are especially commended. 
Many of them are of doubtful value, and 
some of them might easily be conducted 
in such @ manner as to jeopard the safety 
ot. the . Whey should only be regarded 
as possib “which may, in some cases

There are various ways in which this 
might be employed. The center rush, on 


some word signal from the quarter back, | 


might rise from his stooping position, as if 
disgusted at something, and kick the ball 
between his opponent's legs, or on either 
side of his opponent where a favorable 
opening may ,occtr. The ball must go ten 
yards unless stopped by. an opponent. The 
entire team would then be “on side,” and 
should make an instant rush for the ball. 
Such a play should only be tried, of course, 
when the attendant risk of the loss of the 
ball may be wisely entertained. 

Another method would Be to practice an 
easy, short snap back toward the quarter, 
which would not move the ball more than 
a foot; the quarter, being ready upon the in- 
stant, could then ‘Kick the ball directly 
against the leg or body of an opponent. 
Properly the ball would then belong to any 
one of the twenty-two men who’ first 
dropped upon it. In other words it would 
have been put in play according to the 
rules, having touched a third man, as pro- 
vic.d in rule 30. The opponents would have 
lost their prior claim to drop on the ball by 
virtue of its having already. touched one of 
ot number. A play of this nature might 
ea®ily be worked up so as to be tolerably 
effective on a third down, when the distance 
to gain was difficult or when the regular 
punts had, im two or three instances, been 
blocked by opponenta. Care should be taken 
in the event of the first or second method of 
putting the ball fn play to caution the cen- 
ter rush not to fall on the ball itn a scrim- 
mage, as he is prevented from touching it 
ve shag has touched some other player of 

s side. 


Ball Pat in Play by a Guard. 


5. Have the ball put down unexpectedly 
by the guard, who puts it in play without 
signal on a quick lineup. 

If the opponentS are caught napping in 
this, you may be able to put the ball in play 
one point nearer the end of the line, and so 
briiug off a round-the-end play without hav- 
ing to travel so far to circle the line. If the 
opponents move over the play should then 
be quickly sent to the long side of: the line, 
where you will have one extra man at your 
disposal to pocket the end or tackle. 

6. Study the possibilities of an unexpected 
kick from an ordinary running lineup, the 
player kicking the ball immediately behind 
the line with a sideways kick, and at least 
one man going down the field on side. 

An effective way of making this kick is to 
have it ordered from the side of the field, 
and the punt directed on an oblique toward 
the other side. The onside runner can then 
be well started across the field before the 


,punt is delivered and the moment he sees 


the punt made he can start immediately for- 
ward toward the point where the ball is to 
drop. The value of these unexpected kicks 
is not alone in themselves, but in the added 
value which they often give to the rushing 
game by reason of the uncertainty of the 
opponents as to whether the play is to be a 
run or a kick. 

. Try a second pass, with the last re- 
ceiver kicking the ball well over to the side 
of the field five or ten yards ahead of the line 
of scrimmage; the entire team to follow the 
ball quickly, and the kicker to put his team 
on side. 

The probabilities in this maneuver would 
be that the unexpectedness of the second 
pass, followed by the unusual feature of a 
kick, would so far “'sconcert the opponents 
that the kicker weuld be enabled to go 
straight down tle fleld in the opposite direc-. 
tion from which the ball. was. kicked, and 
with such a slight advance of the ball as five 
or ten yards he would be able to put his 
team on side. The play could only properly 
be attempted on the side of the field (say ten 
yards from the side Hnes), and the kicker 
should then go down the short side of the 
field, while the rest of the team move as 
rapidly as possible toward the point where 
the ball will drop. 

8 Remember that exchanges on the of- 
fensive are always wise. 

For example, if by sending your full back 
ten or twelve yards up the field for a kick 
you can compel. your cpponents to send an 
extra back up the fleld to receive the ex- 
pected kick the advantage is clearly with 
you in any subsequent running play. The 
idea may be more clearly grasped by assum- 
ing that the teams are composed of only one 
man each, and that your one man, who has 
the ball, ts trying to carry it down to the 
goal posts. It would be a comparatively 
easy matter for him to dodge his opponent 
Now, by enlarging the teams to two men it 
might still be easy, although the danger 
that the second man may fail in blocking 
his opponent increases the difficulty of the 
runner passing the line of two men. This 
same difficulty is:increaséed by the addition 
of every extra man to the team. Hence the 
rule-is that as every. man who‘fails to block 
bis opponent jeopardizes the play, it follows 
that the greater number of mer in the game 
on each side the greater the difficulty of ad- 
vancing the ball by running. Hence, when

As to Unexpected Kicks.

It is a well attested fact 
that a full back who cannot get under the 
ball before it touches the ground isin more or 
less danger of having the ball touch some 
part of his person, in which case he stands a 
good chance of losing it altogether, or of 
being jostled by the opposing players while 
the ball is bounding along the ground, dur- 
ing which time the opposing kicker may be 
coming down the field to put his team on 
gide. An unexpected kick should, therefore, 
never be played from a running lineup on 
the third down, when an extra back has been 
gent up the fleld. It may always be played 
on a second down, or on a third down where 
the running lineup so. far deceives the op- 
ponents that the extra back is not sent away 
from the line.

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‘THE COFFEE PILL” FROM GERMANY 


You May Carry Cups of the Beverage in 
Your Pocket. 

Take a pill from your pocket, drop ft fn 
a cup of hot water, and in the twinkling of 
an eye you have coffee as black as your hat 
and as strong as a team of Percherons, says 
the New York Journal. That sounds like 
an apochryphal tale, but it is true. This 
new preparation of caffeine, which is to do 
away with all the boiling and clarifying and 
fuss which makes the coffee barely worth 
while, has just been discovered by two Ger- 
man chemists. If their expectations are 
realized the making of coffee will be simply 
the matter of a compound pellet, contain- 
ing the coffee ingredients, along with the 
milk and sugar. 

This is only one of the almost incredible 
triumphs of German chemistry, which has 
already produced a quinine which cannot be 
distinguished so far as therapeutic quality 
goes, from the original article. 
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there; they have searched in vain for them in 


business circles, they have looked for them in the 


homes of reputable farmers and worthy mechanics, 


but there are no enemies of the republic in such 
homes. The fact its, they do not exist anywhere.

high resolve, in yore with omnipotence. If there 
be such enemies of society among us in danger- 
ous proportions, they are not found among those 
who have something, or hope to have something, 
or who are anything. They are concealed among 
the innocent and ignorant, whom they are using 
as a shield and a buffer. They are lurking in the 
shadowed portions of the country, chained in by 
party lines or blinded by Iovail sentiment. Tues- 
day will witness a triumphant march of all the 
ranks of the respectable, from ocean to ocean; And 
yet over this invisible and unmeasured foe, creep- 


ing up from the lowest depths of society, the im- | 
agination of the investment public is inflamed 


and distorted. The speculative community is not 
using its mind; it is thinking with its heart. The 
whole structure of speculation is pivoted on emo- 
tion. The quotations from hour to hour are made 
by the fears of the bewildered or the necessities 
of the weak. If we were to measure securities 
upon judement, they would be upon a much high- 
er plane of value. The market at present is 4 
great object lesson. It illustrates the difficulties 
which men must undergo in the effort to accumu- 
late money rapidly. The principal enemies of 
such men are their own weaknesses. They buy 
under the influence 9f hope, and sell under the in- 
fluence of Year, or when their exhausted funds 
compel them. Such times as this disclose the 
special advantages’ of an institution like the 
Monetary Trust, which acts solely as trustee, 
and is always in @ position to base its movements 
upon judgment. Probably no office in New York, 
which has within its reach the funds of large in- 
stitutions, and holds an equally important rela- 
tion to financial affairs, now shows similar ad- 
vantages of cool Judgment in union with judi- 
clous courage. It is true that cougngeous in- 
vestors have had some hard years. They have 


been knocked about by frequent panias and :mu- 


tilated by unpatriotic and dastaniiy manipu- 


lation until almost incapable of the reasoning of 


repose; but when men cease’ to quiver, and stop to 


think, they will find that the present situation — 


justifies courage, not cowardice. At this juncture, 
the Monetary Trust stands up almost e@lone in 
Wall str to advocate retiance upon the general 
integrity commonsense of the citizens of this 
Republic. These men who now act upon judgment. 
and not from fear, who rely upon the integrity. 
of ‘our citizenship; will realize in the near 
future the benefits of one of those radical read- 


|justments of values which seldom take place ex- 


cept at intervals of ten or twelve years.

Melba Pays a High 


What Their Chief Failings Are 
Says They Are Too Impatient—Two 
Illinois Girls with Great Futures 
Before Then. 


ARIS, Oct. 13.—[Special Correspond- 
ence.}—"‘ The best voices now come 
from America,” said Mme. Marchesi, 


given to the world many of its greatest and 
best lovéd artists, and who yesterday gra- 
ciously accorded me the pleasure of an in- 
terview. “And,” added Madame, “the 
Americans aré without question the most 
beautiful women in the world. Voice and 
benuty are two qualities absolutely neces- 
sary for a successful professional career, 
but there are other qualities of equal im- 
portance, indispensable accessories—set- 
tings, as it were, to the jewels of voice and 
beauty—and. these qualities many Ameri- 
cans as well as the girls of other nations: 
lack, 

“As a rule Americans come to me almost 
totally unprepared for the career they desire 
to enter. They Have an insufficient know!l- 
edge of music, {ts history and its traditions, 
They have studied little of art, its lights, its 
shadows. Often they are unable to speak 
only one language--their own. Many of the 
girls I have had the pleasure of training have 
studied Latin and Greek and the sciences. 
It is time practically thrown away for the 
preparation for a musical career. Far bet- 
ter than the Latin and Greek , would be the 
thorough knowledge of at least one living 
language. I cannot comprehend why Amer- 
ieans generally neglect to properly learn at 
least oné other language besides their own. 
It trains the ear, it softens the tongue, yet 
the people of your. country do not seem to 
appreciate the fact. My advice to-all girls 
who wish to sing is to master at least one 


other language. If they intend to study in 


Paris let them learn French; if in Germany, 
German: if in Italy, Italian; but they should 
not commence to study singing until they 
know sOmething of the language they are 


to'sing in, It is a waste of time, a drawback 


to advancement, 

“ American girls, as a rule, know nothing. 
of the story of music. They should famil- 
jarige themselves with the lives of the great 
composers, the great musicians, the great 
artists who have illuminated the musical 
firmament. Americans lack tradition, -You 
are too young a people to have had your own 
composers and artists. You will have them 
as great; if not greater, than those which 
Europe has produced, but it takes time. 
Artists cahnot’ be made in a hurry—that is 
another fault with my American pupils, they 
want to be operatic stars in two months, 
which is impossible. A voice must be devel- 
oped gradually. Little by little it will ex- 
pand and. grow in strength and beauty. It 
is a simple law of nature. 

Papile Are Generally Impatient. 

“I try to impress upon my students the 
importance of taking plenty of time to study 
before attempting to appear in public, but 
they are always impatient; they will not 
wait, and many a good artist has thus been 
sacrificed to speed. 

“Formerly my puplis always remained 
with me at least three years. Now I con-

rope. They will gain timein the end, And, 
furthermore, they should not come to EBu- 
rope without the necessary money to defray 
their expenses abroad, I have seen so many 
tears shed over this question of money.. One 
can study music economically in Paris, but 
what it does take a girl should be provided 
with before she comes here and risks every- 
thing on a chance of success.’ 


Success of a Chicago Girl, 


‘* Whom do you consider your most prom- 
ising pupil?’ I asked. 

‘‘Miss Ettinger, a Chicago girl,” Mme. 
Marchesi quickly replied. ** She has a prom- 
ising future I think.

Miss O’Brien, it will be remembered, was 
first brought to public notice in Chicago 
through the columns of THs TRIBUND, and 
she has fully justified the predictions made 
for her at that time. .

THE INTERIOR 


OF THE NEW GREAT 


NORTHERN THEATER. 


Mr. A. M. Palmet’s Great Northern Thea- 
ter is rapidly néaring completion, and while 
ths interior still seéims to the uninitiated a 
bewildering mass of scaffolding, closer in- 
vestigation shows the promise that the new 
theater will eclipse anything of its kind in 
the ‘West is in a fair way to be more than 
realized. 

The location of the theater is pecullarly 
happy. The main entrance will be on Quiri- 
cy street through a spacious lobby flanked 
on the right by cozy parlors for the accom- 
modation of feminine patrons and on the 
left, by the office of the treasurer of the 
theater and the box office. This lobby leads 
to a wide promenade extending nearly the 
entire length of the new building. Both 
lobby and foyer arg paved with mosaic and 
the walls and cellings are to be of marble. 
Another entrance is provided through the 
great office building on the Jackson street 
side for ute principally as a carriage en- 
trance. This arrangement will doubtless 
prove a great convenience to patrone and 
will do away with much of the crush in- 
separable from a house with only one en 
trance. 

The theater proper extends the entire 
length of the new building, the stage facing 
toward Dearborn strect. The balcony lis 
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ee 


reached by two broad stairways, one to the 
east of.each entrance. 

The decorations, which are far enough 
under way to enable one to gain a fairly 
accurate idea of how the new playhouse 
will look when completed, are in cream and 
gold and cisplay markedly artistic taste. 
This color scheme will make the house rare- 
ly attractive and the necéssary warmth will 
be added by the vivid crimson with which 
the seats will be upholstered. There will be 
eizht boxes on either tier, four on éach side. 

The scating arrangements are excellent, 
the comparatively slight depth and unusual 
width of the auditorium bringing the seats 
in the extreme rear of the parquét circle 
closer to the stage than some in the parquet 
proper in some local houses. 

The equipment of the stage is to be most 
complete, and ample room will be afforded 
for the largest attractions. The stage is 
very deep, two feet deeper than that of 
Palmer’s Theater, New York, and is ecighty- 
fivé feet wide from wall to wall. The stock 
scenery is being painted in New York by 
Richard Marsden, who has also prepared 
that for ‘‘ Heartsease,” the new pluy by 
Charles Klein and J. I. C. Clark, in which 
Mr. Palmer's stock company is to open the 
new house Nov. 9.

Frontenac was Governorijat the time Joliet 
came through the Illinois region. There was 
no portrait of Frontenac /in existence, but 
the Canadian Government had erected a 
monument to him in the shape of a heroic 
statue, and a painting of this was made 
by a Montreal artist for the Chicago society 

Inquiries were made through the American 
Legation at Paris concerning the time of 
the painting of the various portraits of 
Louis XIV. and Louis XV. It was found 
that there were two portraits made while 
Tilinois was a part of the French Dominion, 
and copies of these portraits were made b7 
Edgar 8S. Cameron, a Chicago artist, and 
they now hang over the fireplace in the 
French hall of the society building. 

This great fireplace, by the way, is made 
partly from stones taken from the Nixon 
Building, which was the only structure in 
the heart of the business district which with- 
stood the fire of 1871. The capstone at the 
east end of the fireplace is the one which 
bore and still bears the inscription setting 
forth the building’s survival of the fire. 
The other stones are taken/from the old IIll- 
nois Central depot. 

Features of the Stairway. 


Passing up the great stairs one has at his 
right, step by step, a series of medallions 
showing heads of explorens, travelers, and 
Indians who passed through or lived within 
the region of the Illinois. They are the 
work of the artist Kemeys, and represent 
in order of ascent Talon, Joliet, Frontenac, 
La Taupine, La Salle, Tonty, Nika (In@ian), 
De Mauthet, Shaubina, Noonday and Brown 
Moose (Indians). Upon the surface in the 
corner of each medallion there is shown 
some little thing typical of the man whose 
head appears. Tonty, who was known as 
the man with the iron hand, has repre- 
scnted a gauntlet. The voyagers are shown 
by paddles. There are four bas reliefs by 
McNeill upon the east and west walls of the 
corridor on the second floor. They are his- 
toric scenes and the first represents the 
crossing of the portage from the Fox River 
to the Wisconsin River by Marquette. The 
second bas relief shows Marquette’s meeting 
with hostile Indians upon a bank ofthe Mis- 
sissippi River.. The savages are on the point 
of attacking the priest when he holds up the 
calumet which the Illinois braves had given 
him and thus secures his safety. The third 
scene represents Marquette as he appeared 
during his severe illness when it was neces- 
sary to carry him across the Chicago port- 
age upon a sledge. 

The last representation, and one which 1s 
full of detail, shows the carrying of the body 
of Pére Marquette by his Indian converts 
into the little log chapel at St. Ignace for 
burial beneath the altar. 

Upon the wall where the stairway to the 
third story begins hangs an Indian buffalo 
robe. Upon it is painted a battle scene 
which it is thought represents the fight at 


and expert examination is to be brought to 
bear to determine, if possible, just what it 
does show. 


How the Museum Appears. 

The large south room on the second floor 
is given over to museum purposes. It con- 
tains, views of Chicago from the earliest 
tim to the present day. The original 
proclamation written in lead pencil and is- 
sued the morning after the great fire by 
the officials of the city hangs upon the 
wall. There are all sorts of bombs, pistols 
and knives, which the police gathered in at 
the time of the Haymarket Anarchist riote 
There is the finest collection of war en- 
yelopes in existence.

would have been a decidedly undesirable 
experience, and ship and passengers might 
yet be drifting here and there on the ocean, 
waiting for some friendly craft to take them 
in tow and bring them safe to port: New 
methods in the shape of the twin screw 
saved them the experience, and back of the 
twin screw, furnishing its reason for Peing, 
lay tue desire for speed, and back of the de- 
sire for speed, or perhaps side by side with 
it, lay the somewhat interesting matter of 
‘‘ records.” So that the passengers of the 
Piris, in part at least, owe the pleasures of 
their trip to the good ship Savannah, which 
crossed the Atlantic in 1819. It seems a 
rather long-drawn conclusion, but it is true 
“from the ground up.” 

For the Savannah was the first of the long 
line of ocean steamships which have had to 
do with cutting down the time of passage 
and have kept designers and shipbuilders 
busy perfecting devices for the increase of 
speed. Now, when the record of time in 
crossing the Atlantic is broken it is a mat- 
ter of interest not only to the commanders 
of rival steamships, but to people all over the 
country, and the ocean pathway between 
New York and London has become as much 
a race track as any track ashore. 

The Savannah established the first of the 
many transatlantic records. In the light of 
the present day the time was remarkable, 
but for its length, not its shortness. It 
took the ship twenty-five days to go from 
Savannah to Liverpool, but it was a record, 
and it opened the way for ‘* record break- 
ers.”’ 

Of these the Great Western was the éarli- 
est, and in a handicap race with the Sirius 
in 1886, in which the latter vessel left port 
three. days before it, the Great Western 
brought the time down to fifteen days. The 
average speed was 8.2 knots. A year later 
the British Queen came to the front and low- 
ered the record a trifie, but the Great West- 
ern still made the best average of trips and 
remained at the head of the list. 


Real Beginning of the Contest. 


In 1840, however, there Came a change. 
The Cunard company, organized in England 
to run a line of matil-carrying eteamers, en- 
tered the Britannia in the ocean race and beat 
the Great Western by nearly a day, estab- 
lishing a record of fourteen and one-half 
days for the passage. The owners of the 
Great Western naturally regarded this as 
an unhappy event and brought forward the 
Great Britain to retrieve their reputation. 
The Creat Britain was a new departure. It 
was built of iron and propelled by a screw, 
and in 1843 it managed to lower the record 
of the side-wheeler Britannia by several 
hours. The owners of the Britannia then 
made another trial with the Hibernia, a side- 
wheeler larger than the Britannia, which 
made a new record and held a place at the 
head .of the list until 1846, when the Great 
Britain was wrecked and for a time rivalry 
ceased. 7 

Not long after this the first of the Amer- 
ican companies for transporting mails, the 
Collins line, was formed and an international 
element was introduced into the record 
breaking. Then there came lively times. 
The ships of the Collins line were on new 
models and developed what was then sur- 
prising speed. In 1851 .the Arctic of the 
Collins line made a record of ten days and a 
year later decreased this to nine days and 
thirteen hours. The Arctic came to grief, 
but the Adriatic, also of the Collins line, 
took its place and held the record. 

But the Cunard people were not sleeping 
and brought forw the Persia, which 
ended the contest for the time. For on four 
different occasions the Persia broke the 
record by making the passage under nine 
and one-half days. 

Struggle Between Two Big Lines. 

In the meantime several new lines had 

established. Immigration had. made 
passe traffic a fruitful source of profit,

with the steamers Britannic and Germanic, 
built for speed even at the expense of carry- 
ing power, 5,000 tons burden and 5,000 horse- 
power. These two racers brought the time 
down to seven days and eleven hours, and for 
some years they held undisputed sway. 


Guion Line Comes Forward. 


But the year 1879 brought changes. The 
Cunarders sent out the Gallia, a screw 
steamer, to enter the contest, and the Guion 
line, a new seeker for honors, brought for- 
ward the Arizona. To the Arizona the hon- 
ors fell, for it lowered the record to seven 
days and eight hours, which stood until 
1881, when there was a noteworthy fight. 
Three entries appvared—the Cunard, Inman, 
and Guion, represented by the Servia, the 
City of Rome, and the Alaska. The City of 
Rome was the largest steamship in the 
world, 8,100 tons burden, but. the Alaska, 
1,100 tons less, carried off the honors and es- 
tablished a time of six days and twenty-one 
hours. The Alaska stood at the head until 
1884, when the Guion line brought out -the 
Oregon,:and a sharp fight followed between 
fhat vessel and the America of the National 
line’s fleet. The Oregon won in six days and 
ten hours. Ge a 
- In 1885 the Cunard line again reached the 
front with the Umbria and the Etruria, 
pulling the record down to six days and two 
hours. The old order of things then came 
about again, the Cunard in the lead and 
other lines challenging it, the Inman with 
the City of New York and the City of Paris, 
twin screw steamers, and the White Star 
with the Teutonic and Majestic. Through 
1889 the six vessels fought hard, the Inman 
and then the White Star wresting fhe rec- 
ord from their rivals, and in 1890 the contest 
sifted down to a fight between the four 
great twin screw steamers of these two 
‘companies. The Teutonic won in five days 
eighteen hours and twenty-eight minutes. 
In 1892 the Inman sent the City of Paris 
over the transatlantic racetrack in five 
days and fifteen. hours. Then the Cunard 
line came again to the front with the T.u- 
cania and Campania, the most powerfully 
engined ships in the world. In 1898 it put 
‘the record at five days and twelve hours, 
and in 1894 brought it to five days and eight 
hours, a time which stands today as the 
best over the course from Sandy Hook to 
Roche’s Point. 


Record Over Southampton Course. 


Over the other point—the one to South- 
ampton—the record is held hy the American 
liner St. Paul, a fraction over six days. 
This route was traversed in 1894 by the 
New York in seven days and six hours. 
This was after the Inman line had become 
the American, or International, ine. When 
the lIfne changed its name the Paris and the 
New York hauled down the ensign of St. 
George and hoisted the Stars and Stripes, 
and the keels of the St. Paul and the St. 
Louis were laid. The contestants over this 
route are the Hamburg-American and the 
German Lloyds. 

No other ship has thus far béen able to be 
even classed in. the running with the new 
American. steamers. Even the old cham- 
pions of the Queenstown route, the English- 
built Paris and New York, have had to dip 
their colors to the American St. Louis and 
St. Paul. 

Since the Great Western and the Sirius 
held the first contest over the ocean race- 
track great changes have come about. “Then 
the winner had a burden of 1,340 tons and 
made an average rate of s of & 2 knots. 
To win today requires a speed of more than 
twenty-one knots and a burden of 10,000 
tons. Then the horse-power was 500: now 
it is about 20,000. What the figures will 
have risen to before the limit is reached is 
out of calculation. _ 

The records themselves are to the average 
man of little moment. It dees not matter 
greatly to him whether four minutes or half 
an hour be next clipped from the time. But 
it is the rivalry over records Which has done 


to perfect 
vent devices and improvements for sea-going 
craft—twin screws and the like—and in these 


things all men. have an interest; at teast all 


men who have a chance of being caught like 
the passengers of the Paris, — igre 
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carried on for: many years, realized some- 
thing like $65,000 in gold, according to pop- 
ular report. During the long period of the 
building’s use tiny particles of the precious 
metal; so small that no provision could be 
made for their care, had flown away from 
the files, the press-room, the workers’ 
benches, and lodged in the floor, the walls, 
the ceiling, and even the window cases. And 
all this in spite of every possible precaution 
which thrift and ingenuity could suggest. 


Reclaiming Systematized in Chicago. 


In Chicago the work of saving and re 
claiming this gold is carried on more sy:- 
tematically than in any other part of the 
country, and the floors which underlie the 
press-rcoms, the turning engines, the en- 
graving and. polishing rooms, are regularly 
taken up and burnt, but still, with all this 
care, much of the precious dust escaper and 
lodges in the surrounding woodwork. The 
gold which thus escapes the care of the 
worke: is in a powder so fine as to be almost 
impalpable. It is this dust which will yield 
the profit when the old buildings come down 
to make way for newer and more modern 
ones. 

To find gold to the value of $300 or $400 in 
a single floor is nothing uncommon. A year- 
ly profit of several hundred dollars is real- 
ized by one Chicago firm from waste ard 
rubbish alone. This firm, which has been 
in the jewelry business for over twenty-five 
years; has reduced the work of looking after 
the escaping particles of gold to an exact 
science. The floor which runs underneath 
the work benches is of z covered by a 
second and perforated flocr, and this is re- 
moved annually. The dust which comes 
from underneath the 7 floor is worth 
$10 a pound. Back of the “ buffer ”’ on the 


' polishing bench is a small electrical con-— 


trivance which draws all the escaping par- 
ticles of gold in its vicinity inside of a large 
pipe. The pipe passes over the heads of the 
werkmen, across the ceiling, and out into 
the hall, where the dust is deposited in a 
collector. This dust, removed monthly, is 
worth $18 per pound, and several pounds of 
it accumulate annually. 


Sediment Worth $18 an Ounce. 


Along one side of the work-room runs @ 
sink, at which all of the work men and wom- 
en are expected to wash before leaving the 
building. The gold dust lodges in the skin,

The story is 
not only replete with a fair grade of humor, 
but it ig as refreshingly origina) in concep- 
tion as one of Stockton’s best. Besides, it 
throws a flood of light upon the woes of the 
realistic novelist. 

Nobody who follows the tribulations of 
Stuart Harley, realist, in his attempts to 
make a story with Marguerite Andrews as 
the heroine can fail to sympathize with the 
unfortunate man in his sufferings. It was 
bad enough that the rebellious young wom-

Again and again the author took the 
trouble to bring a Count from Italy, or a 
professor from New York, or a spotless 
gentleman from somewhere elge, to make 
love to her in the most approved fashion.
